ferment his buſineſs lay moſtly at Paris, and whether 

e was fapply'd by ſome of the Sex, or had a lacky 
hand at Play, he always liv'd high, and kept the beſt 
Company ; he falling in Love with a young Widow, 
that had a v@y good Eftate, courted her in hopes ro 
carry her by his Gallantry, and that obligins man» 
ner which waz ( pecaliar to himſelf ; bur the Lady» 
who either had no inclination for him, or which was 
moſt likely, had oblig'd her ſelf to a rehgious Life, 
defir'd him in ſhort to trouble her no farther: The 
difficulty encreaſt his Paſhon, he haunted her every 
where, and tho ſhe hid forbid him her Houſe, he 
contriv'd iS bufinels fo well, that he (aw her every 
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day, either at Church, or at ſome friends houſe or o- 
ther; but ſhe, to be rid of him for good and all,retir'd 
her (elf into a Convent 3 this madded him ſo, thac 
he threatned to fite the houſe ; and ſhe, for fear he 
ſhould be as good as his word, was fain to remove : 
Burt finding that ſhe continu'd refolute not to ad- 
mit him, he contriv'd to ſteal her 3 of which having 
ſome incimation, ſhe prevented him by going pri- 
vately onc of Town, and having told no body of 
her going but one particular friend, nor taken any 
of her ſervants with her, her relations were in a 
fright for her, and having not heard of her in ſeveral 
days, they concluded Cexrti/z, had carry'd her away, 
35 he had been heard to fay he would do; fo they 
complain'd to the Court of Juſtice againſt hinz, and 
upon the hearing of their Witreſles they obtain'd an 
Arreſt againſt him- Any man but Courtilz would 
have prevented all this, for he being innocent had 
nothing to fezr 3 but wherher he was otherwiſe em- 
ploy'd, 'or thought it not worth his while, he wholly 
neglected it,rill at laft he was fain to takeS3anRuary ar 
my Fathers,and finding himfelf diſcover'd there, was 
forc'd to remove from theacetco. Ir happen'd juft 
at that time my Father had receiv'd a conſiderable 
fum of Money, about twenty thouſind Crowns : 
Some Rogues having notice of a!! this, they dreft 
themſelves up like Pourſuivants, and pretending to

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This was a great loſs for a Gentleman of but 
twenty thouſand Livres a year Eſtate, and eight Chik 
drer:z fo not doubting bur he was very much cor 
cern'd, I did not know whether I had beſt ſee hin 
or not, for my company being never very agreeable 
© him, I cthoucht now it might encreaſe his afflic 
on ; but thinking alſo he might refle& upon me if ]

giving me an account of this, I ſent him for ſome to 
the Curatez and my Father happening to be in the 
Stable, aw ir all, without giving orders to the con- 
trary : Tho this did nor at all agree with me, and I 
was ready to burſt with anger, yet being reſolv'd to 
g0 away the next morning, I took no notice of it, 
but went up to my Chamber earlier than ordinary;

This ſort of diſconrle gave me light into her tem-

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This being ſo contriv'd, I leave any one to judge,

D0t not to. any capacity to telieve Mr. de Marillac 3

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. condemn'd him to have his Head cut oft ; which wg 
executed the ſame Afternoon, in the Place de Greny 
Knowing the nicety of his hamour, Iaskt his Emj 
nence, it he would giveme leave to put my {ſelf ink 
Mourning ; he told me I might do what I woult 
which I underſtood too well to venture upon it. | 
A month or two after this, a match was propo: 
to me, which ſeem'd to be much for my intereh, 
the Cardina] alſo was very much for it, but noth 
any reaſon he faw in the thing, ſo much as forth

This it 
lation was exactly obſerv*d, and the Prince, whol 
{ome-triends, and-{ome_ creatures, found himſfel 
once abandan'd by chem all ; he did all he could }: 
regain the'gaod opinion-of the Nobility, but find 
that-not one of them would fo much as ſee him 
ſu'd for the Command of che Arny, and the Emt 
being zt that time advanc'd:as fir as Cerbie, the 
and Arrierbaz Was 40 be rais'd, which he thougl 
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be 2 fit occaſion for his purpoſe, He was prodigious 
extravagant, keeping twelve Tables of five and 
twenty Diſhes for all comets, careſſing every body, 
offering Money to ſeveral, and ſending it to others, 
whom he believ'd in want : By which means he reco- 
ver'd the Friendſhip of moſt of them. But the Re- 
lations and Friends of the Baron de Coupe: would never 
forgive him, and as they breath'd out nothing bur 
revenge, or at leaſt pretended it, they caſt their eyes 
opon me, in the propoſal of this Marriage, hoping 
by that means to be protected by the Cardinal ;

Ir ſeems }F 
was not deceiv'd, for ir was evenſo; and as her Re- 
lations were munch in rhe right co ger her a Hosband 
with all (peed, they cook it mighty ill thar T ſhould 
draw back, infomuch that the Baron 4e Conpet 
thought himſelf ſo much affronced, as to fight me ;; 
and to ryire me effe&114'ly, they proſleſt the Cardi- 
nal, that *rwas the Count de Soifſons that had difſ- 
kvaced me from this _ and that I had taken

his part ſo violently, that they believ'd I had quar- 
rel'd with their Kinſman upon that account, for 
that neither of us were to be found. They might 
well tell him this circumſtance, for 'twas themſelves 
who ſet bs together by the ears Nevertheleſs the 
Cardinal believing every word of the ſtory, had 
privately reſolvd my ruine, which appear'd plainly 
enough, for at my return he order'd me to be clapt up 
in Priſon, without hearing me ſpeak for my felt. 

I apply d my ſelfto La Houdiniere, the Captain of 
his Guards, who was my Friend, and having ſent co 
beg him to come and ſee me, I told him I was a loſt 
man,unleſs he would ſpeak for me; that my Enemies 
muſt have prejudicd the Cardinal againſt me, or he 
could never have been brought to uſe ſuch extremt- 
ties with a man he had been pleas'd to truſt in ſo ma 
ny conliderable affairs; one of his Domeſticks, and 
one who-could never have fo offended him, as to be 
deny'd the liberty to vindicate bimſelf. I begg'd him 
to ask the Cardinal what it was I ſtood chargy 
with, and if I was guilty, he ſhould need no Judge 
to give ſentence upon me 3 that my own hand (ſhould 
do the Office of the Executioner, and that I could 
not outlive the loſs of his preſence and favour. £4 
Houdiniere promis'd me all that I defir'd, and coming

La Houdiniere carry'd this ſtory word for word to

for a good while, ar laſt he cry'd out, 1s it poſſible, L1 
Houdiniere, that 1 ſhould be taken for a Fool? and that 
theſe [:ttle Upſtarts (hould have the Impudence to impoſe 
me ? La Houdiniere an{wer'd, that ever fince he 
had known me, he had obſerv'd me to be cautious 
enough, and fince [ had afhirm'd it, there muſt cer- 
tainly be ſomething in ir, bur that he had thought of 
a way for his Eminence to find out the truth, which 
was either to ſend for the Girl before him, or to 
order a Midwife to be ſent to ſearch her. The Car- 
dinal laught art this propoſal, but at the ſame time 
ſending for the Baron de Conper, who was art liberty, 
tho I was in Priſon; he told him he thould have 
a care of telling him a lye; that he was upon nis life ;

In the mean time the Paritament began apal 
make Decrees againſt Mazarin, fo that he wasl 
to fly rhe Kingdom ro avoid the fury of the 
mon People, who all cry'd out ro have him ret 
Oderving therefore ſo favourable an opport 
F preſented my Petition to the Courrt of Judi 
in which 1 declar'd the tate of my Caſe, and 
injuſtice IT had ſuffer*d for a long while 3 and, 
this relief by it, that notwithſtanding che Cl 
depending in the Conncil, my Adverſaries W 
der d to be heard before this Court. Upont 
body appear'd, an4 I obrain'd a Judgement 
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the Pay-maſter General, who was oblig'd to disbutſt

Every one was diſturb'd at this, but 
elpecia/ly the Prince de Conde, who had a ſtrong 
Party in the Parliament, and was favour'd by the 
People. For his Reputation, that was founded on 
many Glorious Victories which he had obtain*d, 
rind him thoſe who had only heard of them, as 
well as thoſe who had been witnefles of ſuch grear 
Adtions.

thing ſo ſacred in the world, that be would nor 
violate ; that the Cardinal ſhould not then accuſe 
tim, as he did every day, of the blackeſt crimes 
thatever were committed ; thati if there was any 
mecould be tax'd with ſuch crimes, 'twas he who 
had caus'd him to be apprehended, once already, 
without cauſe, and would have done it a ſecond 
lime, if he had not taken care to prevent him ;

; Child y and had never any account of their 
fairs, ſo that I could ſay nothing to this till I was 
wetter inform'd: IT ſaw well enough there was a 
wgle in it, and the moſt favourable conſtruction I 
and paſs on it, as to my Mother-in-law was, that 
he had imploy'd the Revenue of: her Sons Benefices 
her own uſe 3 that which confirm'd me in. this 
hovght was, that tho my Brother the Abbot lefc all 
Is affairs to the management of his Father and 
Mother, yet I found but eight Livres and a half. of 
dy Money in the Houſe when my Father dy'd, a 
ine fum for a Family that made ſuch a figure in the 
Country ; or rather a very good mark of my Mo- 
ders extraordinary management. - However, aſter 1 
had mus'd upon this Caſe a while, I began to con- 
der, that 'twas impoſſible my Grandfather ſhould 
ave ſo many Debts, ſince the whole Eſtate did not 
mount to more, and my Father had marry d two 
of his Siſters,: and had pid them five and twenty 
thouſand Livres each for their Portions 3 and from 
hence I thought this was an infallible conſequence, 
that my Father was far enough from having his Eſtate 
{ much encumber'd ; but that they were old Con- 
mts that they had reviv'd by fome clandeſtine me- 
thods, to. make -pretenſions 'upon the Eſtates the 
def of thoſe Creditors being all Relations of one 
kind or another to my Mother-in- law, 

IL acquainted ſome very judicious perſons with my 
ſuſpicions, who were preſently of my opinion, and 
iter them the -Lawyers, who advis'd me-however, 
fore I made: any ftix about it, or commenc'd any

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Suit at Law in the caſe, which could not but he 
very inconvenient to me, chat I ſhould try'if 1 
could any way underhand diſcover the Cheat, ] 
try'd all the ways that 1 could poſſibly think of 
having ſee ſeveral Perſons of Quality of thar Pro- 
vince to work for me, who knew what I had dony 
for the Family, and were mov'd to compaſſion to 
fre me us'd in ſuch a manner : But tho they us'd their 
utmoſt skill, and very heartily roo, the Agents ay 
Mother in-law had employ'd, had plaid their game 
r00 ſure to be diſcover'd, and no doubt had been 
well enough paid, ſo that all our endeavours -were 
to no purpoſe, and I was forc'd at laſt to begin a 
tedious Suit at Law. Then I charg'd them with 
Forgery concerning thoſe pretended Reinburſements, 
and having obtain'd the liberty to publiſh a Monitory 
thereof, I caus?d it to be read in che Churches of 
choſe Pariſhes where they liv'd, whom I ſuſpeRted 
had a hand in the fraud, hoping that the time of 
Chriſtmas being at hand, when every one was to pals 
for Abſolution, *twould oblige them to conſolt ſeri- 
ouſly with their Conſciences. My Siſter ſhowd 
me atthis time a particular mark of her Gratitade 
ſhe came to me and told me, that tho ſhe knew 
what (ſhe was going to ſay would embroil her with 
her Mother, if ever (he ſhould come to hear of it, 
ſhe wovnld nevertheleſs witneſs the truth fo far as to 
rell me, that ſhe had heard my Father often ſay, in 
diſcourſing of ſeveral things with my Mother-in-law, 
that his Father had not left him one Farthing in 
debt, but that on the other hand he found eight rhou- 
ſand Franks of ready money in the houſe athis death: 
She told me ſhe remember'd this, as perfectly as if it 

had nat been above a quatter of an.hour ago, 
that if it would do me aoy ſervice, the would make

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filavit of it before a Judge : I gave her a thouſand 
thanks for her good will, but not being willing the 
hould incur the hatred of her Mother for her affe- 
gion to me, 1 told her it ſhould ſuffice me to ſee 
fch.a proof of her Love, without making her a 
kaifice; that 1 was ſorry I was in no better a con- 
dition for her ſake 3 that I had refolv'd ſhe ſhould 
te my Heir to that little I had, foe I lov'd ſuch an 
honeſt principle ; in ſhort, ſhe did all I could deſire, 
far ſhe gave me a Declaration ewo or three days 
ther, whereby ſhe relinquiſh any claim for her parc 
n any thing her Mother mighc pretend upon my 
Fathers Eſtate, acknowledging that it all belong'd 
tome, and charging her Son, in caſe of her Death, 
not to meddle with ir, but to make me reſtitution : 
She ford the paper of this into my hands, and 
made re take it, bur I laught at her , and having 
torn it in her fight, I told her we ſhould eafily ac- 
cmmodate the caſe between her and I, if there wes 
no body elſe concern'dz chat I took this as kindly 
of her, which ſhe had now done, as if ſhe had given 
me a hundred thouſand Crowns 3 and that all my 
trouble was, that I was not 1n a condition to requite 
ter kindneſs. 

Our Cauſe, which had at firſt Been commenc'd in 
the Country, was quickly brought co Pars, by the

Lwas fo far from being ſorry for this, that chey could 
not have pleas'd me better, haviag perhaps as many 
friends there as he, and hop'd they would not aban- 
don me in a Cauſe fo very juſt.

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Law Suits above all things, carry'd on this with 
much vigour, that I minded nothing elſe. When | 
think of this ſometimes, I wonder what it wx 
wrought ſo great a change in me, unleſs it was, that 
my Mother having on all occaſions exaſperated me, 
I was very willing to have my turn in vexing her too, 
and plague her as much as I could. In the mean 
time however, the Cauſe was againſt me, and every 
body told me, that when it came to a hearing | 
ſhould be caſt, unleſs I could produce ſome Deeds 
ro make out the Cheat I pretended was put upon 
me.

engage I ſhould carry my Cauſe. I aske of the 
Meſſenger who this Councellor was, but he told 
me, he was not to tell me, unleſs I accepted the 
propofition 3 but that aflvon as I had given him my 
word, I ſhould ſee beth my Father-in-12w and his 
Daughter. I'replyd, that folks did not ute to 
marry they know not who, and. before 1 promisd 
any thing, I ſhouid be very willing to know whol 
had to do with 3 that in the firſt place the propolt- 
tion ſeem'd a little freaki(h, or to ſpeak ſerioufly, i 
ieem'd to come from a man that was not very ſau- 
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wlous 3 that my Father- in-law pretended belike to

Honour 3 and in the ſecond place, this caution he 
wd to get my promiſe before I ſhould be ſuffer'd to 
know him, looke as if he had no great confidence of

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fleted on as I imagin'd ; that perhaps the method: 
he would uſe to affiit me might be only intereſts, ng 
unjuſt ; chat ſuch men as they ſaw further into ; 
Cauſe than other People, and doubtleſs ic was upon 
chat ſcore, that he precended to be able to help me 
in mine; on the other hand, 'twas not (o ſtrange, 
he ſhould demand for his recompence, that I (hoyl 
marry his Daughter 3 for tis fair every man (hould 
ask what wages he pleaſes. for his pains 3 . that in 
this caſe, to lay the truth, 'twould not be my giving 
his Daughter a portion, but his Daughter giving ms 
an Eſtate, fince without her I was jaſt a going tobe 
not worth a groats In ſhort, to (ſay the truth, the 
averſioa I had for my Mother- in-law, reconcild mt

] could not but tell him, if he had occaſion for an old 
4d du Camp, or ſome ſuch thing, I ſhould think my 
ſelf very well accommodated ; that my young blood 
was {uthciently temper'd by my aflictions, he need nor 
be afraid I ſhould ruine things by my raſhneſs ; that] 
thankt God my mind was ſtay 'd and fettijed now ; and 
yet when I was, once a Horſeback, I was as capable 
of undertaking the fatigues of the War, as I was at five 
and twenty, whuch he ſhould find it he pleas'd to make 
uſe of me. 

I made him laugh with the manner in which I offer 
him my ſervice ; and taking ine at my word, hetold 
me, he would appoint me a Comrade, who, thohe 
was not {o old as I, ſhould have no need of initruttions; 
he meant one Clodore, who nad been Captain in an old 
Regiment, and was one that I knew very well, which 
pleas'd me fo much the better. This Man, tho he ws 
very well known for his Mcrits in ſeveral occations, yea 
he was more known by ſomething elſe, not fo much to 
his advantage; he had the misfortune to have a Jiltto 
h:s Wife, and onetime as he was coming from the Ar- 
my, one of his Friends having oblig'd him to bear him 
company to a-Houſe of ill repute, his Wife, who m his 
abſence took occation to divert herſelf that way, hap 
peir'd to be one of the perſons produc'd for their Enter- 
taument. You may judge how diſturbing an Ad- 
venture of this nature muit be to a man of his Spirit; 
he did not only handle her very roughly upon the 
piace, bur ſecur'd her, and put her into a Convent; 
and yet quickly after, by a {urprizing turn of his retolu- 
tion, eſpecially for one who had always been lookt 
upon as a Man of Honour, he chang'd his mind, took 
her back again, and now actually lives with her. This 
had been a great Diladvantage to him, for he was &x- 
treamly banter'd for ir among the Souldiers ; ſo thatif 
I had been a marry'd man, I ſhould not have card 
have joyn'd with him, for fear they ſhould have faid 
we were Comrades in every thing; he was overjoyd, 
as he ſaid, to ſee that I would ſerve again 3 ſo we pre 
par'd cur Equipage together, in order to make the 
Campaiygh 
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Campaign in Holland, which proy'd fo glorious. 

Since the King had been marry'd we had ſeveral ſhort 
Campaigns on every t1de,but the Forces of the Kingdom 
were never all of them employ'd, except it were in 
that of Liſle; the King had never engag'd any Com- 
mnander of great Reputation in thoſe little Expeditions, 
þ that their failures made thoſe great men to be the 
more eſteem'd. But having nv to do with themoſt 
flouriſhing Republick, and waoſe Wealth went beyond 
moſt of the greate{t Monarchs, he made choice of the 
wo greatelt Captains of Chriitendom, the Prince of 
Conde, and the Mareſchal de Taree. The Prince of 
Code undertook tis charge with a great deal of fatiſ- 
fition, having receiv 'd ſeveral Mortihcations fince his 
return from the Spani// intereit 3; for except it was in 
the year 1668, wnen they made uſe of him for the 
Conqueit of the Franche Comte, they made no Eſteem 
of him 3 and this great Employment happen'd to him, 
more from the Marquis de Lovoys Jealouſy of the Vi- 
cunt de Tarenne, than any reſpett to the Prince, not- 
mthſtanding all the great Actions he had done. The 
occaſion of rhis Jealouſy in the Marquis de Lovoys was, 
thar during che Campaign of Liſle, he thought the Viſ- 
count had the Kings Ear to his prejudice ; and fo to res 
move this great man he brought the other into play, 
who had been as 1t were, conhn'd to his Houſe at Chan- 
tl, and had receiv d ſeveral attronts. Indeed this was 
tobe taken notice of, that when the King ſent ſome 
Troops inco Hangary, the command of them was given 
tohis Couſin, the Cuunt de Colgny, only to ſpight him, 
decauſe they two were at Enmuty, and becaule every 
body does not know this circumitance, 1t may not be 
mproper to relate it. 

In the year 1660, as I take it, the King being to 
make ſeveral Knights of the Order, the Prince of Conde 
had the Nomination of one, and the Count 4e Coligny 
made no queſtion, but he ſhould be the man, becauſe 
of the many obligations the Prince had to him, or at 
leaſt it ſhould have been the Duke of Luxemburg, who 
was then call'd the Count de Boxreville ; and indeed 
wa CWAS 
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'twas thought the Prince would have certainly hays 
preferr'd one of thoſe two, as well upon the account of 
their quality, as that they both belong 'd to him ; but 
he having nam'd his Favourite Gairart to that Honour, 
as it were over their Heads, the Count de Co/igny was 
fo ſcandaliz'd at it, that he went to hum unmediately, 
and threw up his Commithon of Captain Lieucenant of 
his Gens d' Arms, and the ſame< time told him, thathe 
did not deſerve what he had done tor him 3 that he had 
left one of the be{t Oftices in the Kings Houſhold to 
follow his fortune, and in return of all, he had pre- 
ferr' d before him a man rhat he could not ſo muchas 
call a Gentleman; char he had Children, and if everhe 
ſhouid live to ſee them grown up, he would ſooner 
piicol chem wich his own hand, than they ſhould ever 
Engage in any ſervice but the King's,  'T'was the Prince 
of Conde's character , that he was not.the moit patient 
man 1n the world, but whether 'twas that he contiderd 
he had wrongd the Count, or thac he was willing to 
rezam hum by any means, he creaced him very civilly, 
and told him, he had no reaſon co oe in ſuch a paiſion; 
fince if he had nam'd Gruirzur, in prejudice of the 
Duke of Zzaxemburg and himieit, twas becauſe, he be- 
tievd tneir quality would, {>me tune or other, pro- 
cure it for themſelves, winch Gmitazt could nor hope 
for from the meanneſs of his; that if he had known 
they would have raken 1c {» 11}, he ſhouid perhaps have 
taken other meaſures ; tat they thou!d thereture be 
ſatisfy'd, and it ſhould be no fault of his, if they were 
not better pleas'd for the future. Tho this was a great 
deal to come from the Prince of Conde, who did not 
uſe to beſo complailant, yet the Count de Colizay with- 
drew from him 1n a patſion, and was far enough from 
any reconciliation. | 
This was the chief reaſon,as I noted before, for which 
they gave him the command of the Troops that were 


ſent into Hwunzary ; which ſo madded the Prince of 


Conde, that it he had not retir'd to Chanti/li, where he 
had leiſure to give vent to his paſſion, he had certainly 
dy'd with the Grief of it: Here he continu'd a long 
t1me, 
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time, under pretence of being troubled with the Gour,. 
But when the King ſaw himſelf entring upon a dan- 
gerous War, he chang 'd his carriage to him, and treat- 
ed him with all the Carefles imaginable 3 and ſhutting 
up himſelf in the Cabinet with him and the Viſcount 
& Twrenne, he (pent ſeveral whole days with thoſe two 
eat men,to take his meaſures for the enſuingWar from 
bh known Experience. I ſhall not rake upon me to 
relate the ſucceſs of that C4mpaign, it would be too 
affeted for Memoirs; beſides the whole World 1s full 
with the remarkable Biſtory of it: Only this I ſhall 
fy, that the Enemy being at a diſtance, we took our 
own time, and made but very {low footiteps at the be- 
inning of this War. The Viſcount de Txrezne, who 
aw what would happen, rold the King , that 
would not be always thus, and that if he did not pro- 
ceed more vigorouliy, he would find himfſcit in an error, 
The King had a great conhdence in Monhevur de Tw- 
reme, but the Marquis de Lowwors , who, to ſpeak pro- 
rly, had indeed t+- direction of the Army, had no 
ooner diſcourit the King :vout 1t, but his Majeſty quite 
alter'd his mind ; fo that Zxrenre finding he could do 
nothing with the King by his advices, having not the 
good fortune to be believ'd, let them take their own 
courſe without troubling himſelf about them. In the 
mean time I had my Ofhce of 4d da Camp, which was 
ealy enough to me 3 and when I thought leaſt of it, 
they were pleas'd to change my quality, and miſtake 
me for a Gcncral, coming to me for Certificates The 
Duke de Le 1g400177e had a great many Gentlemen in' his 
Retinue, and amonegtt the reit the Chevalier de /fon- 
tevrentt, Brother to him who is now Colonel cf the 
King's Regiment 3 he was a very compleat Gentleman, 
and had been very fortunate with the Ladies ; for the 
Duke's Mother lov'd him at that rate, that one day when 
he came back from the Army, ſhe her {elf helpt ro 
pull oft his Boots, which was {uppos'd to be, that he 
might the ſooner beready to ſerve her in another way 3 
defides this, he was very much in the favour cf ſeveral 
%er Ladics; inſomuch, that if he had not ruin'd him- 
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ſelf by gaming, he might have been in a very good con: 
ition 3 bur he would play away all that ever camenezr 
him, whether 'rwas his own or no; and one time he {uke 
loſt all the Advance Money of the Regiment of Nor. wy 
mandy, which ws put into his hands for Recruits, He $0 
had often pra&tis'd theſetricks, ſo that he had not only Ya! 
loft his Reputation, but in ſome meaſure his ſences; Ya 
for he ſaw himſelf reduc'd at laſt, to ſuch extremitig, Jfitt 
that even diſtraGted him ; yer for all this he could not YI 
leave of Play. He was no ſooner gotten into val 
Helland, but he begun afreſh, and his old ill fortune £ien 
continuing, he loſt every penny he had ; which bring. Y1w 
ing his old di!temper upon him, he became nerfeAl, Ir « 
mad, and a Fever ſeizing him with ir, in few days Jl 
carry'd him out of the world. The Duke, his Maſter, £ 
did not ſurvive him long, for getting ſome Wine in his Ye 
head, in the Prince of Code's Camp, juſt before he paſt I m1 
the Rhine, he made that fooliſh ſtep which coſt his own I 
life, and the lives of a great many brave Gentlemen, I 1 
There being but a little time between both their Deaths, Uk 
the Relations of the Chevalier de Monchewrentil came to £5!

Ships and I having the opportunity of ſeeing what 
notice he took of it, when they were ablent, 
and ſometimes to their faces, knew the better how t0 
govern my ſelf. In the mean time, tho we had made 
Peace with the Duke of Brandeabareh, yet the Firews 
now kindled in Germa#y, of which we ſoon felt te 
conſequence 
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anſequence. Twas the Emperors intereſt not tofuffer 
ME the Kings Forces to ceme fo near the Ryine, eſpecially 
ted nnfidering the Leagues he had made with leveral 
Princes of the Empire, which the Emperor lookt upon 
s ol is fo many Marks of his Ambution, and therefore foili- 
WM cted alſo the Princes of the Empire to confederate with 
\ Wim. The Dukcs of Lancnburgh were very fond of it, as 
m Wing afraid to have fo dangerous a Neighbour as the 
frexch; and ſeveral other Princes being united, the 
king was not only oblig'd to ſend an Army into Alſace, 
ut alſo to make a ſort appearance there himiclf. Af- 
er the taking of Afaeſtrichr, Moniicur de Tarenne was 
xticularly commanded to guard thus Frontier, and 
king marchc intc the three Buſhopricks I was quar- 
rd at Afetz, near a Houſe which was taken up for 
te Count D' ſe, Collonel of Horſe, who was there 
wth his Regiment.

ple, F wich the Count d' ſte, but juſt knew him, he being a 
nde $Caloniarn, and their Cuitoms were a little too rough 
ould fir me, who without boaſting, 1 may ſay had learnt 
5 fe Yloy to behave my ſelf well enough, by living with the 
Val YCardinal de Richer; however being oblig'd to take the 
S 0 vuldiers parts, as E was one my felt, I dreft me imme-

TI, profeſs to you, tho Icame 
down ſtairs mighty ſerioully, this ſtory made me laugh, 
and ſecing the man had got a great Rabble about the 
Houſe already, I dehr'd him to quiet them, and] 
would go and accommodate every thing for him. Thad 
much «10 to periwade him, he telling me, I had to dg 
with a Devil, that would bur laugh at me; but bid- 
ding hin not fear, I made him go mto his Houſe, where 
we found the Count, who had Ilockt himſelf in with 
one of the Kitchen Wencnes, and would force her to lye 
with him : I call d to him to open the door, and told 
him my Name, but 'cwas to no purpoſe ; at laltI was 
forc'd to tell him, that I came * Orders from Mr. de 
Tirenae, which he would know better when he lay 
me.

my fortune by the War, and therefore was far enoug) 
from pleaſing my ietf at the news; but on the contra 
was really grievd for the Peopie, who had been de 
ver d from the calamity of a ruinous/ Campaign, ifthe 
had pleas'd to have.us d the Hollanders a little ge 
upon the Prepcetitions of Peace; butthey carry'd't{ 
high with them, that ccntrary to the Genirs of th 
Naticn, they joyn d with the Inclinaticn cf the Pring 
of Orange, who'preſt them to the War, and was 
ſolv'd to proſecute it, whatſcever it colt him, havin 
built all his hopes upon theſuccels of it.

fide, had lefr-os in the lurch, the King of Enzlant bk 
ving deſerted us, and pretended he could not helpit 
on ſome reaſons of State which had oblig'd him to'it 
In the mean time:our Coaſts were expos'd to theDi 
{cents of the Hdolarders ; and'we, who being all along 
athfted by the: whole Naval Force of #yx land, and durlff 
do nothing to 'them:at Sea, were not fuch Fools tt 
ftand in their way now. In this: extremity the Ks 
was forc'd toſummen the Ban and Arriereban of tix 
Kingdom, of whora he ſent a Party. into Lorrain; WM 
the Duke, who'the.'King had long ago devetted of 
Principalicy, ſhould rake this opportunity - to recole 
the Pofleflwn...

I the 
This gave me opportunity enough to revenge my {ct Jk 
WhenlI came back to the Camp, I told ail this to thei Y 1H 
Acquaintance, and to my own Friends, how chey hat J cur 
quitted me afloon as I came to the Enemies ay 
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mind tho ſome people did not fail to tell them again, yet 
oldlhey thought 1r, convenient to take no notice oft, lett a 
wnlllln who valu'd his life fo little, as they themſelves had 
ben, ſhould not be always in the humour to bear their 
Refleftions. Indeed I was very unhappy to beſo much 
alkt of, -for ſo {mall a matter ; fince % like happen'd 
panother Man but t'other day, and no notice at all 
aken of it.

{nnuities, or at leaſt into the Town-houſe. Indeed I 

kd better have done ſo, but I was born to be a Beggar. 

Ml recerv'd the intereſt but a very little while ; and the 
Gentleman dying, the King gave the place to Monheur 

MG Briſſac, Major of the Guard dz Corps, without any 

> Mirgard to the Obligation the other had made : I had 
wud my meaſures fo fooliſhly, that inſtead of taking an 
| dfenment of the Deed from the perſon I lent the Mo- 
etltey to, with his Security for the payment, I let him be 
wt, and my ſelf be conſtituted 1n his place; fo that all 
tooEfiie hopes I had, was upon the ſ{ucceflion of Monſieur 
UM Arboſte, who held the ſaid Government 3 bur then 
maifnderſtanding that he owed already more than he was 
mwrth, that thought was at an end; but then we 
| nfeckon'd, that if the King had an account of the Caſe,he 
- Would cauſe Moniieur de ZBriſſac to pay us ; and the ra- 
Nicer becauſe the Mareſchal d* Humieres was concern'd, 
So we thought had intereſt enough to appear for us ; 
raFlbeperſon I had done this withal had great Friends too, 
t0XEtwas Mr. de Saillant, Brother to Mr. de Montarban, 
eeElieutenant General in the King's Army ; but tho this 
remSan did his endeavour, the ether did not ftir im it; 
It!otling us 'twas to no purpoſe, for that Mr. de Priſſac 
Wit being able to pay us, to trouble the King abour it, 
put" Fould but be to ask him to give usfo much Money out 
t, Mk his own Coffer : But this did not ſatisfie Mr: de Sail- 
mole and me 3 and as I did not care neither to appear 
vw publickly in it, all the care of the matter lay upon 
wir, de $2://47t, who to fay rhe truth, fpar'd no pains in 
N 2 te 
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the buſineſs 3 but *rwas three months before he could 
have a word of anſwer, tho he had given abundance of 
Petitions to the King with his own hand 3; at laſt Mon- 
feur de Loywors told him, that if he would nor offend 
the King, he ſhould defiit his pretenfions in this affair 
and think of ſomething elſe to ask of the King to make 
him {atisfa&tion. This was enough to let us know our 
Money was loit, But Monſieur de Saillaut thinking 
himſelf oblig'd on my account, but chiefly on account 
of his own Family , not to be put off ſo, preſented (till 
ſeveral other Petitions to the King, to one of which the 
King anſwer d him himſelf, that he might know of the 
Mareſchal 4' Hamieres how that affair Rood. Mr. 
Saillant having told me this, I troubled my {elf no fur- 
ther, thinking that Mr. d' Humieres having alreadytur 
told us his mind, he had made his Court at the expenceſqui: 
of our Cauſe, but I did him wrong; for very gene-Wft / 
rouſly he had told the King, that if he had not impor: br 
tun'd him, 'twas becauſe his Majeſty had already Pri 
ſo bountiful to him, and that in his Majeſties favour hee: 
could not be the poorer for the loſs of 40 thouſandJJari 
Francs ; but that it was otherwiſe with Mr. de Saillan im 
who, beſides that he was not very rich, had alſo a veryſſls 
great Family 3 as for me he faid nothing, for as I ſaid I{et: 
did noc appear, and I ſaw alſo that Mr. de Saillant didvor 
what was pothble. One would have thought ſo hand-Yng 
ſome a Declaration as this of the Mareſchal d' He 
mizres ſhould have done us ſome ſervice, and that the 
King, or Mr. de Brijſac would have paid us 3 but the 
thought no more of that, leſt they ſhould be oblige 
to pay the Mare{chal d' Humieres too : fo that Mr.d 
Saillant had tor his lait anſwer, that he ſhould not pres 
it any farther, bur rather ſeek for ſomerhing elle to 38 
of the King 3 ne card not for all this neither, butt 
continued tolliciting, tho to no purpoſe at all. 
Butto recurn to my other aftairs, which this ſtory

Fe had pmined the Jatt for: glorioully, that there WS 
noting known like 1t 3 he had fought four Batrels ! n 
O19Y Wat 
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of ine Summer, with ſuch unequal Forces, as any body - 
n- fiut he, would have been overthrown ; but his Con- 
nd Jiu&t, or his Courage, always ſupply'd his Want ot 
ir, {Numbers 3; and in the laſt fight, with not above 25000 
ke Ben, he drove the Germans back over the Rhize, tho 
wr they were at leaſt 50000 ſtrong. In other places where 
he War was more diſpers'd, it was ſtill proportionably 
hcceſsful on our fide,the King having taken the Franche 
(ome; and the Prince of Conde,who made head againtt 
the Prince of Orange, having taken his Baggage at the 
kattel of Sexeff, and made him raiſe the Siege of Ode 
wd, In all theſeplaces there fell a world of Men, and 
zPeace ſeem'd equally needful to both parties, but one 
adyYting rendred it impoſſible to be efte&ted. The Mar- 
ncequis de Grana had been too cunning for Prince William 
ne-Rdf Furſtemberg, now Biſhop of Srrarbourg, and had 
zor-Ylcpriz'd him 1n the City of Cologne, and taken him 
xenfriſoner ; and this had quite broken off all the Treatics 
r heflthen on foot for the Peace of Chriſtendom. He was 
andJJarry'd to Nexſtadt under a ſtrong Guard ; and the 
ant Emperor, who knew he was deep in the intereſts of 
veryis Enemies, and afraid too of his capacity, reſolv'd to 
ad TYetain him, tho the ation was condemn'd by all the 
didworld, as againſt the Laws of Nations ; the Prince be- 
;nd-Yngat the Aflembly at Cologne, on the part of the Elc- 
Hor of that name ;z and the violence ofter'd him there 
 theias enough, without any further defign upon him : 
theſud people were the more concern'd at this too, becauts 
ligd& all things the Emperor himſelf was a Prince far 
Ir. &FTom any (uch ill defigns ; but ſome of his States-men 
:xriwading him, that he could not be ſafe without 1c, 
nd that this Prince William had as much credit m the 
Jimpire as himſelf, he made his Judgment {troop to his 
tereſt , and fo his ruine was concluded on ; and it the 
y has 7 paby had been' lefs religious he had not liv'd long. 
ilhort, :they aflembled the next day, more indeed to 
2m $makea tormal Judgment, than to examine much into 
wſſiis Aﬀair 3 but the Emperor would have but three of 
Miniſters there, of whom the Prince de Loktowirs 
J as one. . They condemn'd him to loſe his Eead, and 
N 3 uy 
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the Execution was appointed to be m private, and not 
to be known till it was over. But the Prince de Loks. 
wits, who fend the ſaid Sentence much againſt his 
Will, whither it was that he was a Penſioner to France, 
as his Enemies gave out, or that he thought that man- 
ner cf proceeding would retlect upon the honour cf the 
Emperor his Maſter, ſent word to the Popes Nuncio, 
and defir'd him to go to the Emperor, and to threaten 
him with the Cenſure of the Church, if he ſuffer'd this 
Sentence to be executed. The Nuncio, who had al- 
ready Orders frem the Pope to intercecd for the Princs 
Liberty, was very ready to forward the matter, and 
ſent immediately to demand Audience of the Emperor; 
who being ſurpriz'd, when he underitood he was ac: 
quainted with an aftair which he had committed roy 
few pertons : the Emperor did all he could to find out ho 

how he came by the information; but the Nuncio told Y],.. 
him,hisMajeity knew well enough what he told him wa 6 
true, and begg'd his Majeſty to contider what might be Cor 
the effect of tuch a proceeding, The Emperor ,who a TY 
mighty religious Prince, and whoſe Conſcience would 
not permit him to contralict the Pope, ſutfer'd himſelf Yy, 
ro be buſter d out of his intentions, by the high words Ft, 
of this Church-man, and to chang'd the Sentence from 
that of Death to cloſe Impriſonment. It was alſo a 
great {tep to his Deliverance, that he had taken up the 
Habit oft an Eccleiaſtick, for that was the Nuncios 
great Argument to the Emperor, that he had nothing F,, 
to do to put to death a Man who was conſecrated to 
the Church ; and that if he was guilty of any crime, F,. 
the Pope ought to take cognizance of 1t. th 
But if the Prince de Lokowits found means thus to 
fave the Prince of Furſtemberg, he ruin'd himfelt by it; ” 
for the Emperor preſently ſuipecting that this Intelli- J ,. 
gence mult come trom hum, caus« him to be arreſted, Fx 
and ſeized upon his Secretary at the ſame time, who Þ £, 
they put to the torture. It is hardly to be imagin'd the Fj 

barbarous uſage they both receivd 3 for behdes this : 
affair for which they weie reſolv d to plague him, the 
Empreſs, that then was, ow'd him a ſpleen, for oppo- 
110g 
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ing her Marriage, which ſhe could never forgive him 3 
ke had indeed puſhrt on the Match with the preſent Em- 
res, and had the other dy'd ſooner,p:rhaps he might 

ye made ſhifc to have got off clear ; but the Empreſs 
ating him,every one made their Court to her by puſh- 
gat him, till at laſt he was ſent to one of his own 
Mtles, where they found means to poiſunhim, and fo 
et him out of the way. 

Theſe things had rais'd ſuch a ferment on both fides, 
hat in{tead of Peace, or the hopes cf it, the Flame of 
War was kindled more violent than ever. All the 
wneparations imaginable were made on every fide ; but 
er all, fortune ſti]] declar'd for us, and every ycar 
xfore the Enemy could be got together, the King had 
nken two or three of their beſt places 3 by this means 
the Low Conntries grew weaker and weaker, tho mdecd 
was chiefly by the negligence cf the Court of Spar ; 
for inſtead of committing the Government of tix fe 
Countries to an expericnc d Soldicr, that underitocd 
things, the Duke de Villa Hermoſa was then Governor, 
mo had never ſerv'd in any degree above a Captain of 
Horſe, and was no way a match for the old poltick 
Commanders in the King's Army. The Spamard had 
mother failing too, which was that they wanted Money 
bmake Magazincs for their Forces; whereas the King 
would rake the Field in the muddle of Winter, and his 
Men had no necetiities to encounter, but the ſeverity of 
theſeafon ; all theſe things ought co have mnclin'd them 
ta Peace, and mot people thought it would have done 
b; but the Minitters of Stare ſeeing wich other Eves, 
they reſolv'd upon the continuance of the War, to the 
great regret of all Exrope, who was quite weary cf {uct 
long and bloody contention. 

"Thad ftill my old poſt, and being of fo 11] an age for 
ation, 1 fought for no other 3 and- finding thar Mon- 
leur de T#renne was almoſt ready: to go into the Fictd, 
lgot away before with my little Equipage : As I went 
 Coxrtenai, 1 found a Spaniſh Ofhcer of the Regiment 
of Grana, call'd Caeilletre,who had been taken Þriſcuur 
a the Bartel of Sexeff, and was returning imto Ger - 
N 4 mALJ 
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»any with ſome private Soldiers, who had run the ſame 
fate with himſelf ; they had an Order for Quarters, 
paying for what they took ; bur the Sherifts were forc'd 
to put them all into a Barn with Straw for their Lodg- 
ing; the Ofhcer was lodg'd in an Inn, and I becomi 
acquainted with him there, we lodg d together for three 
or four times ; I found him a very civil Gentleman, he 
told me he was a Lorrairer, and that he had been Page 
to the Prince Charles, now Duke of Lorrain, his 
company was very agreeable to mc, eſpecially fincel 
travell'd no faſter than he, only it cott me a little 
dearer; for when we came to bar Sar Scine, he told 
me his Money was all gone, and that Monſieur Lowry 
having made him attend ſeveral days for his Paſsports, 
he had ſpent his Money,and knew nor how to get more 
till he ſhould reach to Aders ; that if I would defray 
his Charges ſo far, and his Men, I ſhould extreamly 
oblige him, and he would certainly reimburſe me when 
he came there. I beliey'd all he ſaid, and did more for 
him than I ſhould have been per{waded to do for one 
of my own Cointrymen ; at leaſt unleis I had known 
him very weil : I told him he ſhouid not be diſturbd, 
I would let h.m have what he had occation for. When 
we came to Acts, he told me, the Man who he was 
directed to, was gone out of Town, fo that initead ot 
Paying me what he had promis'd me, he muit beg me 
ro continue my affiftance to him, and ſupply himtill 
he came to S$trasbu77 , that there he had abundance ot 
Acquaintance ; and that afloon as ever he came there, 
he would punctually repay me all I had laid out for 
him : 1 did not mittrutt him yet, but ſupply'd hm 
with whatever he wanted ; but from that day to this 
could never {ce one penny of my Money ; and 'tis the 
leaſt that I can do, to give this caution to ſuch as read 
theſe emoirs, to take heed who they truſt im that 
manner : I have been ſince told he is become a Capt 
chin, bur he might, have paid his Debts firſt ; for 1d 
not underſtand they have any more priviledge that 
other people to rob their Neighbours.

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'! ſhort, Monſieur de Txremme ſoon after being come 
the Army, he had about as much cauſe to be pleas'd 
ah the Inhabitants of $:ra5b7g, as I had with Mon- 

r Caeillette ; they promis'd him a thouſand things 
wch they never pectorm d, bur he might have known 
tem,for they had us'd 131m ;ult in the ſame manner the 
rar before; this cblig d him to paſs rhe Rhine, to pre- 
xat their g1viig up their Bridge to che Enemy ; but 
ll the Country being ruimn'd, tis 1impcflible to tell you 
mat dithiculties we were put to for want of Forrage, 
ad for fifreen days together our Horſes eat nothing 
hut Weeds we pickt up and down near the Camp. The 
Quarter Maſter General of the Horſe, gave Monſieur 
kTurenne an account of this every night when he went 
or Orders, telimg him the Cavalry could not ſubfift a- 
longer, if they were not permirted to Forrage, for ir 
had been a long time fince he would ſutter them to go 
cut for that ſupply ; but Monfieur de Tarenne anſwer 'd 
lim, that they would never dye with hunger, as long 
$there was Leaves upon the Trees, and if they want- 
ed they might go and gather rhem if they pleas'd. The 
Enemies far d no better than we did, and we did nc- 
ting on neither fide but watch to ſee which 
would break up firſt, {o as the other might make ſome 
advantage of 1t 3 for if we had a great Captain at rhe 
head of our Army, the Germans had no fool with them, 
teing Commanded by no leſs a Man than /Montecuculli, 
who had ſhown us a piece of his skill at the beginning 
of the War in the tirſt Campaign, when feigning to 
march way, he countermarchrt immediately, and went 
directly the contrary, and on a ſudden {urrounded ox 
n {ſuch a manner, as we could by no means relieve it. 
Thus the two Armies lay and both ſutter'd great incon- 
veuences,till at laſt they came ſo near,as 'twas thought 
they could not part without coming to aBattle,and eve- 
ry one was overjoy d at the hopes of beihg deliver'd at 
once from all theie miſeries ; but juſt at rhe very mo- 
ment, when Monſieur de Zarenne thought the huur of 
Vitory was come, he was kill'd with a Cannon Buller, 
by the fault, in part, of Monſieur de Sr. Hillaire, Lieu- 
tenant 
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tenant General of the Artillery ; I fay by his fault, be. 
cauic Montteur de Tarcnne having ſpoke to him to go 
along with him, to view where he might place a Bar- 
tery, he muſt needs ftay to put cn a Red Cloak, by 
which they were known to be Officers, and that made 
the Enciny fre at them 3 and tlie ſame Bail that killd 
the one, fhor oft the Arm of the other,as he was pvint- 
ing at fomething they were taking nctice of together, 
If another was to teil this {tory, you migir cxpeſt 
ſome account of the {trange coniternation which feizd 
the whole Army upun this unhappy accident 3 but] 
can give no dittinct relation, tor the confulon I was in 
my teif was ſo great, that I minded no bouy elfe, nor 
rook no oblervations cf other matters 3 this I know, 
thar every body gave themſelves over for lott 3 and the 
more, becauſe the Marquis de Fazbran, and the Count 
ae Lorges, without coniidering that the condition we 
were m regquir'd a common unity for our general ſafe- 
ty, fell to making Factions and Parties, and to draw 
the great Oflicers to their ſides, about the principal 
Command. This had certainty been the ruine of the 
whole Army, if it had continued but two days, byt 
ſome of the graver heads remonſtrating to them, that 
tis was not a time for them to diſpure Punttilio's of F* 
Honour, and point of Command, out to conticler the un 
Honour of the King, and thac racy would be caild to 'oc 
an account fur it it chings miſcarry'd upon this core: 01 
At lait they perſwaded them to refer their precenhons lang 
to fome of the principal Officers, choſen by che rett to Y®; 
decide it berween theraz and {9 the dafterciices being Fr 
compos'd, we began to retreat cowards the Ahing, Y*1 
where we had a Bridge of Boats. But we had taken YC 
teveral advanc dPotts very near theEneiay,and 'twas ne- 
Ceiary to draw our Men out of them before we decampt, ph 
which we did without any loſs, ſetting tire to our F*'® 
works, and principally ar Willefſar , where all che Mills by 
were burnt. The Enemy, afloon as ever they had no | 
rice of the Death cf our General, in1agining we wou 
reſolve to retreat, as we did indeed, prepar'd to fall 
upon us; and decamping the very moment that we &- 
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-n to retire, they attackt us at a Paſs of a little River ; 
be Fight was wy obſtinate on both ſides , ours being 
arg d at the loſs of their General, and the other in 
wes to make their advantage of our Confuſtcn , 
nowing we had loſt our principal dependance ; bur 
gther Party had their ends, for the Germans being 
flig'd to repaſs the River with the Icſs of a great ma- 
mmen, we had the honouur of the Aion; yet how- 
er we were forc'd to proceed on our Retreat, and that 
ith all the caution og cnyery and the Enemy having 
uted upon us to the Rhize,we palt that River in ſight 
{their Army. 
My Commuthon being void by the Death of Monſieur 
Tureane, I refolv'd to leave the War ; and there be- 
tg a great many more in the ſame circumſtances, we 
km'd our ſelves into a little Troop, that we might be 
ble to defend our ſelves if we ſhould be attackt ; for 
des that the Country was full of Schepepars, a ſort 
fpeople as dangerous as the Enemy, the Germans alſo 
kd paſt the Rh7ze after us, and hil'd the Country with 
her Parties, and we met with one of them prcicntly, 
mth whom we engag d, and had the good fortune ut- 
at Refly to defeat them by plain force : We took the Oii- 
of Tir that commanded them Priſoner, and they that took 
ne Fm having ſearcht him, they found a Paſsport in his 
to Yfocket, which they brought to me, for they had made 
2: Yivice of me to command them, till we ſhould be paſt 
ns Yinger. T his Paſsport ſeem'd ſomething particular to 
to Yar, for among us there was no body took Paſsports, 
ng Fit fuch as belong'd to ſome Garriſons 3 but they told 
v, Yue they did not belong to the Body of the Army, bur 
en YÞ certain Troops which the Enemy had poſted in {eve- 
e- Ylplacesin Aſace. While he was talking with me, I 
t, Yircerv'd ſome Blood to run down his Coat,upon which 
ar J'told him, I doubred he was wounded ; he told us he 
ils $4 not, for he knew nothing of it ; but when he {aw 
o {'sBlood he chang'd colour immediately, and which 
Ws very ſtrange, in a moment more he dropt down 
d; whether 'twas really from the greatneſs of the 
Vound, or the ſurprize of it that ſeiz d him, which ] 
am 
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am more apt to believe ; for certainly Fear is capable 
of producing more extraordinary efte&s than that; 
And the Marquis 4' Vxelles, Collonel of the Dauphin' 
Regiment, told me a ſtory a few days ago, that at the 
Battel of Caſſe/, one of the Soldiers fell down dead in 
the Ranks, before one ſhot was fir'd, juit as they were 
going to charge. Twas a great good fortune to ushoy- 
ever, that this Man dy'd thus, without which,]I, and all 
my Troop, had been taken Priſ»ners, for we wee 
hardly got a League farther, betore we met with ano- 
ther Party of the Enemies Horſe, who were at leaf 
three hundred ſtrong. I was a little ſurpriz'd, for our 
Scouts had not had time to come to ask them who 
they were for? But ſome of their body came upto 
me, and askt me who we were? It came ſtrangely 
into my Head, at the very moment, to make uſe f 
the Paſsport, I told you of, and with a greater preſence 
of mind than was uſual to me in ſuch caſes, I told them, 
we belonz'd to ſuch a Garriſon, naming the place the 
dead Officer had belong'd to, and to conhrm it I ſhowd 
them my Paſsport, which they taking for granted, let 
us all go. 'Twas a great happineſs to me, that'l was 
pretty well Maſter of the German language, fo that 
they never imagin'd me to be a Freachman, tor that in- 
deed was what deluded them moſt. Being thus hap- 
pily got out of their Clutches we purſued our Journey, 
and arriv'd fately in France, where they had given over 
all for loſt upon the Death of Mr. de Turenne, The 
King himſelf indeed expeted ſome diſaſter to fall out, 
and therefore had ſent an Exprels to the Prince of Con- 
de, who was then in Flanders, to pur himſelf at the 
Head of the Army in Germany, with all the Expedi- 
tion imaginable. The Germans were ſet down before 
Hegenan, but the Prince of Conde advancing with 4 
dm Cars to hight them, they rais'd the Siege : They 
had alſo appear d before Sazerne, and rais'd ſome Bat- 
teries, and for three days together had fir'd upon the 
Town, and thrown in a great many Bombs ; but thus 
only ({erv'd to encourage us again, ſeeing they made no 


hettzr uſe of the advantage they had. I was juſt arti 
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tParis, when the news of thele things came thither 3 
ut nothing ſurprizd me like the ſtory they told {of 
Mime Jews in thoſe Towns, who had got a way to put 
at the Fuſe of the Bombs, juſt as they were going to 
mak. They threw themſelves deſperately upon them 
th the Hide of an Ox juſt kill d in their hands, and 
bpping the Mouth of the Fuſe ſo that no Air could 

in, they put the Fuſe quite out. It had been a 
20 contrivance for the Genoeſes to have had ſome of 
teſe people with them,upon the late rencounter we had 
wth them 3 which it they had their City, which was 
hemoſt magnificent in the world,had not been reduc'd 
that condition we are told it now Iyes 1n. 

The death of Monficur de Tarexme was daily in my 
thoughts, and 1f I had had the leaſt inclination to a ſo- 
ltude, I beheve this alone would have causd me to 
of Fave retir'd to a Cloiſter ; but that ſort of life having 
e Fren always my averhon, I made no advantage of the 
M, Fexample that great man left me, who had reſolv'd to

I {peak this ro my own 
let F ſhame, that an old Fellow asI was of above threeſcore 
\SYind ten , ſhould be ſo fond of the World at that Age ; 
at Fthat I could not be perſwaded to forſake it. . To { peak 
N- Fthe truth,I did not ſeem ſo old as I was,as I have ſaid be- 
WJ fore,for tho Imuight have been truſted ſafely enough with 
3  Yomen, yet my Age it ſeems did not appear ſo much, 
but that I was capable of making ſome people jealous : 
Indeed I was the occaſion that a Gentleman ot Picar- 
<,whoſe name I ſhall conceal, made a pretty ſort of an 
day upon hisWite, which might have been a tincHiſtory 

Cit had been publick, for being become extraordinary 
Ur Jealous of his W ife, he gets him a Fryers habit, one of 
the ſame ſort he knew his Wife went to Confeifion to, 
and having brib'd her Page to be true to him, he order'd 
& J ito that when ſhe ſent the boy for her Confeſlor, he 

W ſhould bring her word that he was not well, but thar

orm himſelf of ſome other ſuſpicion which he had 
his head, 1t I might believe what ſhe told me the next 
dayzhe got nothing from her but what ſhe did not cate 
if all the World knew: But the truth was ſhe kney 
him by his voice which made her be cautious, and ſhe 
had Wit enough not to let him perceive it; bur both 
made a jeſt of their Religion, one to ſatisfy his jealouſy, 
and to fhnd out, if it had been poflible, the Intrigues of 
his Wife, and the t'other, to cure his Jealouſy if ſhe 
could, which only made him ill natur'd. 

While I ſpent my time- thus, the Kings Army had 
enough to do to repulſe the Germans, and hardly coud 
keep them from preſſing into France it ſelf ; for the 
death of Monſieur de Tyrenne was not the only misfor- 
rune that befel us, for there happen'd a worle at Trewe, 
were the Mareſchal de Crequi was fo intirely beaten 
that we have very rarely heard of ſuch a defeat; mc 
people, eſpecially rhoſe that did not know how thungs 
were carry d,thought the accident which befelMY1gnon, 

the Governour of Treves, was the occaſion ; they thought 
I fay that he having agreed with Mr. de Crequi to an 
out and fall upon the Enemies Rear, and being kill 
in the march, which the General knew nothing of, ws 
the cauſe of the difaſter,it being impotlivle to provide a 
puns all things,but I muſt explain rhis; forMr.deCrequ 
new well enough before that his Horſe had thrown hit 
and broke his Neck , the Kings Lieutenant of Treve 
having ſent him word of it by an Expreſs: the real occ- 
ficn of the misfortune was, that inſtead of 200 Hotl 
which he had ordered to go out to forrage, the ordg 
was miſtaken, and ail rhe Horſe went our, fo that wil 
the Encmy appear d, there was no Horſe to receive the 
Charge or to cover the Foor, However *twas, this at 
. all 
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fir perplext the Court very much, if the Enemy cou'd 
ve made the beſt of their advantage, bur the diffe- 
rences among themſeives were the occation, that it all 
ded with the taking the City of Zreves. 

[ had followed a couric of Life for four years paſt 
which was very agreeable to me, and tho one would 
hve thought I ſhould have lov'd my eaſe better, yet 
Icould not be quiet but I muſt return to the Wars, 
hut I could find no opportunity, for every body knew 
ne, and I was aſhamd at my years to go and beg an 
employ, ſo I was forc't to fit {till whether I woutd or 
w; I know not whether my diſquict at this or any 0- 
ther cauſe brought me to it, bur at laſt I began co be 
out of order, and in ſeven or eight days I was fo bad, 
that I was given over by all people; my Diitemper 
ws a Dyllentery, and tho they could find no way to 
top it, yet I was of fo ftrong a conſtitution, that I do 
wt think I was founder at 25 years of Age ; from 
whence I could not believe I was fo ill as they ſaid I 
was, and no body would tell me of it, but ſceing my 
Waet de Chambre cry, 1 would know what was the 
matter with him, and he told me it was becauſe the 
Chyrurgeon had told him I was a dead man ; I fay the 
Chyrurgeon becauſe you muſt know I fell fick in the 
Country, and having no Do&or at hand, I wouid not 
kt them ſend for one : I was not frighted at what the 
Boy ſaid, but finding my diſtemper increaſe, I ſent ro 
Paris for a Horſe Litter to carry me thither,being avout 
12 miles off; being brought thuther I ſent for a Zocor 
that us'd to come to me, one Jonquet,and the firit thing 
heaskt me was, if I had not had a debauch; I askt him 
what he meant by it, for there was ſeveral! forrs of de- 
tuches ; that if he meant of women, I had not been a 
hater of the Sex in my time, but ke told me he meant as 
tb Wine, adding withal that if it was from that, he 
would not undertake me, for 1t would be impoflibie to 
recover me 3 I aflur'd him there was no ſuch thing, up- 
om which he told me then there was nope, however 
te would promiſe me nothing, for I was ancient and 
lnerefore he advis d me to {end for a Prieſt, and make 
matters 
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ters even for another World,I believ'd him,and commitr- 
ed my ſelf whoily roGods mercy and theDoRors art; he 
took me in) his management, and kept me in his 
hands hve Months intive, in which time I took ſome 
Phyſck or other of him every other day : This is a fto+ 
ry every one may not believe, that one of ſeventy years 
old ſhould hold out ſo long in a Diſtemper, that often 
diſpatches younger men 1n half the time 3 at laſt, m 

Phyſitian coming to ſee me told me, *'twould be a dif- 
grace to him to take any more of my Money, and dome 
no more good ; that all that he could think of to give 
me, or all that he could be inform'd of in conſultation 
with others, ſ{erv'd indeed to keep me alive, but not at 
all to recover me, and therefore he woull come and ſee 
me asa Friend bur not as a Phyiitian. This was in ſhort 
to tell me had given me over, however, tho both from 
my Dittemper and my Age I had reaſon enough to fear, 
yet I had no apprehenſton on me, I only defir'd him, to 
continue his good Offices,and come to {ce me as he usd 
to do, but he like a very honeſt man, would not rake 
any more Money, and tho my ai{temper held me four 
Months longer, he never fail'd coming to ſee me: [ 
ſhould tell you a lye if I ſhould {ay, I was in as much 
pain all that time as I was bef re, tor I had a great deal 
of eaſe to what I us'd ro have,but being not at all curd, 
and reſolv'd if 'twere putlible, whatere it colt, to get 
rid of the Diſtemper , I had recourſe to a thouſand 
Quacks and Mountebanks to relieve me, and I touka 
world of Slops and Drugs, but tinding all was to no 
more purpoſe, than what Mr. 7onqaet had done already, 
I ſent for one Father Avxge, a Capuchin, who was ac- 
counted an admirable man fur theſ: fort of things ; when 
he came in , Irold him a long ſtory of what I had ſut- 
fer'd by this Diſtemper, and that I hop'd he could tell 
me of ſomething to cure me, he reply'4-1n a doleful Aw, 
that he had known ſeveral that had languiſh'd a longe 
time under the ſame Diſtemper than I, that the Duke 
of Laxemburgh had had it four years together, and pr 
haps this might hold me as Icng ; if I had beey able 1 
believe I thou!d have bearen him to hear hun talk

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ih a manner ; but I was grown ſo weak that the 
aft putt would have blown me down almoſt ;- fo I 
reed to take it patiently, and only askt him if he 
mld tell me of any thing to do me good, at leaſt that 
night get ſome reft,for 1 had nor flept,as 1 may fay,in 8 
mths,and 'twas that which weaken'd me ſo extreamly. 
he good Man to pacify me,brought me the next morn- 
pa miraculous Syrup, which beſides its Vertue, was ſo 
aſant to the taſte,that I thought when I took it;I was 
mkingRasberry-water.I ſlept after it 12 hours without 
tking 3 and when he came to ſee what effe& it had 
ime, I embrac'd him, and afſur'd him, that I ſhould 
bound to acknowledge the remainder of my life was 
ng-to him. But I began to rejoycea little too ſoon; 
rall the other remedies he gave me, were ſo far from 
wng the ſame effe&, that they only put Nature into 
ferment 3 and all the benefit I had;was that I found it 
dy to take his Medicines, for they wereall as pleaſant 
s the firſt; ſo I diſmiſt Father Ange, as I had 
ine all the reſt: And I believe this unhappy Dit- 
emper had ſtill been my Companion, if Madam 4 Orr, 
ter to the Marquis ds-Fexquieres, had not happend 
Icome to Parzs. I was acquainted with her, but more 
wticularly with her Husband, who was a very brave 
tleman 3 ſhe enquiring atcer her old Friends; and 
karing what a pitiful condition I was reduc'd to, came 
ſee me, and brought with her a certain ſort of Bread, 
ch ſhe had made up like a Cake, which I had no 
boner eaten of, but I found my ſelf perfetly curd : 1 
we carry'd ſome of it about meever lince, and I think 
my ſay it has been the preſerver of my life. 
Twas impoſſible to be brought lower than I was 5 
t this good effe&t my affliction had, that it made. me 
vre {enfible of the things of another world than I had 
kn formerly 3 I went to Church a lictle oftner than 
8d; and in ſhort,I began to remember,that I was ſome 
ine or other to dye : On this account having heard, ci 
itain Capuchin, call'd Fatner Afarc d' Avand, who 
Wreported to work Miracles, I had the cutioficy co g9 
Id fee him, I took Poſt from Paris to Flanders, 
Y ; W:3erc 
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where I heard he was 3 but being told he was newly 
gone frum thence for Germany, 1 follow'd him, anc 
overtook him in the Country of Gaeldres, I had nc 
occa(ion to make much enquiry after him, for all the 
Road was crowded with people, who came, as I did 
from all parts to ſce him. _ But, tho every one told me 
with great carneftneſs, thar they had ſeen nim cure (+ 
veral Diſeaſes, and particularly the lame 3 yet tho] 
look'd wich all che Eyes I had, 1could fee nothing 
it,..only that the vogue was got {01nto the heads of pe 
ple, that he had never l:(s than an hundred thonſagd 
people about him, where-ever he.quartred, and madea 
tigure like the Entry of ſome great Prince ; they built 
Scaffolds, and'p.id for ſtanding at Windows to {eehim 
go by. My zcal having made me as much a Fcol as the 
reſt, it was not long before I repented it, for the Scaf- 
f1d I was got upon to ſee him,breaking with the weight 
of the people, I fell down from a place ſeven or eight 
foot high, and broke one of my Arms; ſeveral others 
had the like misfortune,or were as much hurt ; but tho 
they ſay 'tis'a comfort to have companions in affliction 
I tound none from it now, and the rather, becauſe] 
was in a Country, where \'twas a rare thing to 
peta good Surgeon. I ſent about for one cf the belt, 
bur they brought me one that underſtood no more 
than one of olir Apprentices in France; and after 
he had very roughly handled me for about three weeks, 
I found it was ſc ill ſet, that *twas all to be done over 
agun, ] repented a thouſand times cf my Devotion 
and curs'd the people thar pur this {tory of Father 4v 
aro \nto my head ; but all this did not cure me, I found 
my {elt reduc'd'to the necellity of carrying my Armto 
Pars, in the condition 'twas then in; or elſe ro put my 
1clf "into the hand of the Hangman of Ruremond, T 
man underſtood ſetring of bones, 'as well as break 
them, "and had . gor {uch a.name for it, that ſeveral

ondemn'd perſon in deſpair : Being come to his 
Jouſe, 1 told him what had happen'd. ro me, and askt

rry0Y At laſt this War ended, after it liad held three 
Wears, and all was concluded by the Peace of Nj- 
Ie, as much to tne Kings advantage as the 
"5 Campaign 
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Campaign had been ; for he had found out the way to 
divide his Enemies in ſuch a manner, that inſtead of 
uniting their common intereſts, they fell into private 
Treaties with him, and every one made their Peace as 
well as they could. This was ſuch a falſe ſtep as the 
like was never known, and they ſoon found their error, 
Afſoon as ever the an Joes Cert them,he lays hold 
of the opportunity with his ulual policy ; and as hehad 
ſcen by the War, that his Kingdom would never he 
zerfettly at eaſe, while Luxembarg continued in the 
Fade of the Spaniard, he reſolv'd therefore to have it 
in exchange for Aloft, which he had pretentions to of 
another ſort. This was not ſuch a Chimera neither as 
{ome people pretended. The King havingftaken Alef, 
among ſeveral other Towns, in the courſe of this War, 
and the Treaty of Peace expreſſing, that all ſuch Con- 
queſt ſhould remain to him, as were not mentiond 
particularly in the Treaty, this was doubtleſs his own, 
there being not the leaſt notice of it taken in the. ſaid 
Treaty; all the Obje&tion was, that he had kept no 
Garriſon in it, and ſo the Spaniards (aid it was atually 
put into their power again, afſoon as ever we had aban- 
don'd it. But the King return'd, that he had left it 
to the keeping of the Inhabitants, who had always been 
their own Maſters, and therefore he would ſtand by 
the Letter of the Treaty. In ſhort, there was nore- 
medy but to decidethe matter by the Sword, or tore 
fer it to the King of Great Britain, who had been 
Mediator of the Freaty,and was Guarantee of the Peace, 
Buc the Spaniards. ſuſpeRting, that Prince not to be {o

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jutely order'd him to be proſecuted; 'T'was ſtrange 
at a Man who was oblig'd in conſcience, and above all 
5 the obligation of his Office, to do juſticeto all men, 
tould ſuffer himſelf to be led into ſuch a paſſion, thus 
y oppreſs an innocent man , and that purely for 
wenge 3 for all the crime they could lay on this un- 
rtunate man was, that according to his Office, he 
at his Houſe to ſearch for thoſe againſt whom there 
s a lawful Decree ; and the pretence of his ſtealing 
kings was fo frivolous, they might as well have charg'd 
x with 1t who was not there, In the mean time the poor

The Count de /a Chapelle knew hjm to be an Acquam- 
farice cf this elem, and lo took it for gtaned he had 
nt him. 71 his man tcok no notice ct any thing, but 
fre down With'us at Table, and diſccurs d {rmetimes 
of one thing, ſcmetimes cf ancther mditicrently; 
without ſpeaking a werd of what had happend; we 
began then to think he came in by chance, and knew 
nothing cf the matter, and yet we ccuid nct but have 
1 ſhrewd ſuſpicion that he was cf the party tco, and 
thathe came for Spy to ſee how ſtrong we were, and it 

rovd no leſs; tor afloecn as ever we had din'd, away 
le goes to Melzr, and informing him that we were 
but two of us, mn a quarter cf an hour we had him at 
the Gates with 5 or 6 Eorfemen in his company. The 
Count de /a Chapelle fpying them before they were 
ceme up to the Draw-bridge, ſnatcht up his Fuſl 
which he had at hand, at which I thought ſomething 
was the matter, and I did the hke. We marcht up to 
the faces of them all, and plainly ſaw clan ar the 
head of them, who durft ner venture to come upon the 
Draw-bridge. Afﬀecon as he ſaw us, he call'd to the 
Count de /2 Chapelle, and askt him for his Dogs ; bur 
ſeeing him preſent his piece at him, he did not think 
fit to ſtay for an anfwer : And he was intheright of it, 
for had he ſtocd a moment lcnger, twas very proba- 
ble this had been the laſt affront he ſhould ever have 
zven my Friend, or any bedy clic, Chif and the reit 
ud the like, and they made their retreat in very gocd 
order, for no body p:tiu'd them. 

This buſineſs could not bur make a great noiſe in the 
Country, eſpecially happening anicng perſuns of 
ſome condition. L adyis'd my Friend ro go immediately 
and enter his complaint at the Court of the Deputies of 
the Mareſchals of Fraxce ; and my feaſon w as, that 
having made them acquainted with it;he might then be 
fxcusd from giving Way to an Acccmmedacion, which 
law plainly the Gentlemen cf che Count: y would pro- 
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ſe. Buthe did not approve of my advice, whether 
'twas that he was not acquainted with the Deputies, 
or that he thought it would be better to apply to the 
Mareſchals of France themſelves: But while he was 
preparing to do this the Marquis de St. Heran, Gover- 
nor of Fowntain-bleau, came to ſee him, and defird 
him for his ſake to ſtop his intended Journey, promi- 
ſing he would take upon him, that he ſhould have 


all the ſatisfa&tion he could defire; and being an old 


Courtier who had known mea long time, he turn'd to 
me, and defir'd me to uſe my intereſt with the Count 
to the ſame purpoſe. I told him, that truly I was his 
Friend, but he had ſo much more intereſt than I, that 
if he could nor prevail upon him, it was not likely 
ſhould. * Indeed he had been an old acquaintance of 
his Father as well as 'I, and beſides that, the Poſt he 
was in (he was the Head Ranger of that part of the 
Country) gave him ſuch a parcicular authority, that 
all the Gentlemen of the Country took care to keep in 
with him. Monſieur de /a Chapelle was perplext at 
this new Propoſal ; for on one hand 'twas not Prudence 
in him to make fuch a man as he his Enemy, and on 
the other hand the pleaſure of revenging the Myr- 
ther of his Father, urg'd him againſt all manner of 
accommodation. So in hopes to perſwade the other to 
deſiſt from his follicitation, which to ſay the truth, as 
the Caſe ſtood, was a little uncivil ; he told him, that 
if there had been no other quarrel, but that which 
lately happen'd, berween his Family and Mr. de lan, 
he ſhould have had ſo little occaſion to uſe intreatis 
with him, that he would have return'd him thanks for 
concerning himſelf in it ; but his Quarrel to the Count 
de Melun was upon another account; and of a nature 
not to be forgot ;' that he would ' comp]y with any 
thing for his ſake, bur he beſought him to refle& upon 
the reaſon he had to ſeek revenge, and what the world 
would fay of him, when having ſo fair an occaſion, he 
ſhould have had more ' regard to the Interceiſion 0j 

Friends than the Blood of his Father; thar he beggd 
of him to conſider, that what he defir'd of him wa 
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againſt the Law of Nature, and would be a blot upon 
his Honour, of which he himſelf ſhould be the Judge ; 


wherefore he did not queſtion, but that inſtead of 


king it ill, he would have the greater Friendſhip for 
him,tho in this point it was not poſſible for him to grant 


what he deltr'd. 
Theſe were the reaſons he oppos'd to Monſieur de 


JT & Herar's ſolicitations, which I leave to the judgment 


of any, if they were not very juſt and equitable. 
However Mr.de $:Heran,not contented with this,ſtrove 
all he could to make him alter his mind, and with me 
alſo, to perſwade him to it ; but finding hegain'd no- 
thing, neither upon one nor t'other, he rold the Count 
de la Chappelle that he would entertain no ill will 
zpainſt him for this denial, becauſe he ſaw his Paſſion 
had got the aſcendant over him fo much, that he was 
not at preſent capable of taking the advice of his 
Friends; that indeed he expected to find him pretty 
warm, bur that a little time perhaps would allay his 
fury, and he would then be better diſpos'd ro take his 
advice 3 that therefore he only defir'd him to reſolve 
on no meaſures for 24 hours, during which time he 
defir'd him to remember, that God had commanded us 
to forgive our Enemies, and that nothing procur'd 
quan peace of mind, than ro prattice the Duty in 
e very Letter of it; that he hop'd he would grant 
him that ſmall requeſt without any difficulty ; and that 
it might not be prejudicial to his intereſt he gave him 
his word, the Viſcount de clan ſhould do nothing 
on his part, 
By this means the Marquis de S* Heran, without 
taking any notice, did the Viſcount de Aelan the 
eateſt piece of ſervice magnets; for the Count de 
Chappelle could not refule to fair a requeſt, eſpecially 
0n the aſſurance that his Enemy ſhould take no advan- 
tage of the delay : fo he ler it reit tor ewo days; mn 
which time the Marquis deSt Heran ſent away to Court, 
and informing the King of a quarrel in general be- 
tween them, and that it happen «| about matters re- 
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hear and determine it, and, no body being by to ſpeak 
far the Count de /a Chapelle, ealily obtain d the Grant: Th 
So that inſtead of- a Mediator, which he pretend wit 
to. be, he made himſelf a Judge. My Friend was ver a 
much {urpriz'd at this Fineneſs, and very much dif- 7A 
pleas'd with it: But we ſaw there was no manner of 
remedy, for now 'twas too late to apply to the Mz- T 
reſchals of France, and 'twas to no purpoſe to attempt || * 
the Kings revoking his 'Order. My Friend was then - 
torc'd at laſt to go ro Forntain-blean to ſee what Juſtice 
he would do lim, which indeed was but very indiffte- b 
rent. The Viſcount de Adelanonly askt his pardon for þ 
what had happen'd, telling him that 'twas not by any "i 
del1zn of his that his Hounds had broke into his Park'; I .:

This was the concluſion of thar attair, arid twasa 
long; time before we could :come ro know, what 1t WS 
cealton d the Marquis de St Heran to be f. induſtrious th 
to oblige one rather than tother : But a Geicieman'f 
theCountry,;who was of neither parry rold us,1t was up; 
on the account of Mr.deBeſons,whorn Melzn was related 
to by Marriage; We could hardiy bcheve 1t - nrkt, 
eca 
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becauſe that Match was made againſt his conſent ; but 
we underſtand by another hand that it was certainly 
true, and quickly after we had poſitive proof of it. 
This Monſieur de Beſons was a perſon of extraordinary 
wit, and had by his rare Genius gain'd himſelf abun- 
dance of Friends but the belt of them all was fonſreur 
the Chancellor, who procur'd for him the place of In- 
tendant of LZangaedoc, tho he had not been yet Maſter 
of Requeſts, which was not cuſtomary ; and he had 
not only enjoy d that Poſt three years, as 1s uſual for the 
Intendants of Juſtice in the Provinces, but had, by the 
ame favour, been continu d there hve or {ix times. In 
which time he had gain'd ſo much credit and reſpe& in 
the Country, that the King himſelt. could not have 
more ; for indeed I have heard him ſay, that the King 
might publiſh an Edi&, but he muſt have his Warrant 
td 1t, if he expected to have it punctually executed. I 
have heard him ſay one thing alſo more-extraordinary 
than that, and I think I have ventur'd to ſay ſome- 
where, 'tis grown a Cuſtom in thoſe Provinces for the 
Intendants to join their Warrants to every Order that 
comes from the King, but whether it be fo or no lm not 
certain : Te relate the ſtory as he told it me, which 
was, that having receiv d an Order to. make out a Pro- 
cels againſt one Roxle, who had been an Agent in the 
Rebellion of Yivares, he caus d his Head to be ſur up 
upon the Gate of Aubeaas, bur fome cf -the Relations 
the perſon that was executed took it- down in the 
Night ; upon which he publiſhran Order the next day, 
that they who had taken down the Head ſhould with- 
vut delay, carry it back to the ſame place in 24 hours 
time, which was obey d, and the Head carry d back 
cordingly. I don't know whether all people may be 
of my mind, but I think it is very ſeldom a Governor 
bas influence. enough to make himielf obey'd in ſuch 
acaſe :*Bur if it be ever fo, it isby ſome unuſual Seve- 
Ity, rather than from the Love of the People, Yet 
ths I muſt ſay of him , that 1f he. was fear'd he 
Was. alſo. lov'd , eſpecially by- all .thole who lov'd 
lifpatch in thew buſineſs ; for :never. had man a 
greater 
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greater Vivacity of Spirit, which made that Province 
ſo much concern'd at his removal ; and the more; 
fince Mr. d' Ag #efſeax who ſucceeded him, was jul in 
the other extreme. I have f2en him di&ate to thre 
Secretaries at once, and yet entertain me at the ſame 
time without any interruption : It was not for ſucha 
man to be long unpreferr d. Afrer he was call'd to 
Court the, King truſted him in affairs of the greateſt 
Intricacy : And the Chancellor, as great a man as he 
was, did not at all think it below him to take meaſures 
from his advice. He had indeed the greateſt Reputz- 
tion of all the Cotincellors of State 5 f; that twas no 
{trange thing that Mr. de Sr Heran ſhould be ſo willing 
to oblige him, he being already in a condition to return 
favours to atly. man; tho his Fortune was nothing yet 
to what he hop'd it would be; and it was for what he 
expeted perhaps; rather than any gratitude for what 
was paſt, that he appear'd ſo ready to ſerve the Chan- 
cellor or any of his Family ; for he conſfider'd,that the 
King having ſuch confidence in them, as he really had, 


the only way to advance himfelf was to gain their Re- I 


commendation ; And yet he was deceiv'd in this point 
for tho Mr. the Chancellor, and the Marquis de L wook 
his Son, gave him great Teſtimony of their friendſhi 
in ſome cafes, they fail d him' in' one where he m 
deltr'd it. At Monſieur Co/bert's death, his Ambition 
prompted him to no leſs than' to ſucceed him in that 
place, and no queſtion but he was capable enough to 
have diſcharg'd it; but that favour being aeny's him, 
and beltow d - upon another, the grief of it broke his 
heart and kill d him, - | | 
The Quarrel that happen'd at the Count de /a Cha 
pelle's, having detain'd me longer there thanl intended, 
I had opportunity ro be acquainted with all the Coun- 
try ; for there was hardly a' Gentleman that knew of 


the affair but came 'to viſit him, and offer him their 


ſervice, and amongſt them fome of all forts, rich and 
poor ; and among the latter the Count de Kermen, h 
who was not of that Country, as his Name will inform JF. 
you, but who happen'd tobe thereabouts ; drawn " 
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by the Charms of a certain Lady (for I ſhould belye 
kerto ſay ſhe had any) but ſhe had been an old ac- 
quaintance, which to him was in licu cf all other , 
(harms. * I knew him well enough,.. the Count de /a v 
(pelle had no need to tell me who he was, for I had 
ken him both at the Courr, and in the Army, and he 
ws not one jot more eſteem'd at the one than in the 
ther. not but that he was a very good Gentleman 
worn, but he made the meaneſt figure that ever was 
ken': . He had taken up the Trade of a Soldier, which 
id not become him at all. 'Kis Brother the Marquis dz 
barrot had done the like, and both had found the 
neans to be very fairly caſheer'd, after they had run 
amt an Eſtate of about a Million of Livres. 
Having known all theſe things before,it was the reaſon 
took no great notice of him 3 which the Count de /4 
(hepelle obferving, askt me when he was gone what 
tat man was, fince he had never {een him till he came 
nto thoſe parrs. I told him what I knew, in which L 
an ſay, I neither added nor diminiſht any thing from 
td truth.

ions, tor excepting that ſhe lovid ſomettmes ro be 
private, there:-was-nothing murec civil or obliging: in 
the world.;:The King himielt: atfo when he came two 
kagues from Chalons, had the tirttxencounter with her 
this infinite ſatisfaction.  Aſſoon'asthe King appear'd, 
and before he conld- come to falute her, ſhe: light- 
ed out: of her Coach + which-when the. King 'pet- 
ceiv'd, and. that fhe was coming towards him; he alſo 
lighted, folowd by the -Dauphin-at a convenient di- 
ſtance, as it had without daubt: been all appointed be- 
fore by the King, who gave orders: in all. fuch 'caſes 
himſelf, After the King had'Ipeke a few 'words to the 
Princeſs, who kneel'd' at' his:iteer,” he preſented. the 
Dauphin to her, and after-tharall:the perſons ct. Qua « 
lity of his Tram. - This firtt -Enterview was in” the 
open field, which being not a place to ſtay Inga, they 
quickly rerurn'd to the Coaches. The King pur the 
Dauphineſs into his own:Coach, and plac d himſelf by 
her. The Dauphin, to be.near hier, plac'd himfelf in 
the Boot of the Coach. Being: arr1v*d ar Chalons, the 
Ceremonies of the Marriage were ſfulemnized. In the 
mean time, the King had plac d the Dutcheſs:of K:ichc- 
ley with the young Lady, and had taken her from the 
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Queen, whom ſhe waited upon before, knowing her to 
be the moſt capable perſon in the Kingdom. It wag 
thought ſtrange tho, that being Lady of Honour tothe 
Queen, ſhe could be in no higher quality to the Dau- 

hineſs, which ſeem'd rather to GnCs than advance 


er. But ſhe, who was a Lady of great Wit, did not 
take it ſo, for ſhe lookt more upcn the confidence the 
King placd in her, than he Title ; and inendeavouring 
to-plcaſe her new Miſtreſs, and in obliging alſo the 
King himſelf , ſhe let us know, that Diſcretion 
makes all things eaſy to perſons who underſtand them- 
elves. 

The King made no ftay at Chalons , the Queen 
waiting for them at Villers Cotterets ; and every | hour 
was 2 year to her, till ſhe ſaw the Lady who was tobe 
her Sons Wife; and the King alſo, - being willing e& 
nough to , <p her in ſo juſt a defire, loſt no time any 
where til he came thither, where they had prepar'd 
all manner of diverſions to entertain them with ; Balls, 
Muſick, Comedies, and every thing they could deviſe; 
and tho: 1t was in. Lexr, yet twas thought, no time 
could diſpence them from demonſtrating that joy which 
_ every body was toucht with, to ſee the Heir of fo 

mighty a Kingdom wedded to a Princeſs ot fo great 
merit. They ftay'd here fifteen days ; after which the 
King went for Parzs, IT cannot forbear here to givean 
account of my. own folly, for I cannot give a better 
name to that ſtrong fancy I had to be always following 
the Court. I ſtaid at Villers Cotterets all the while the 
King was there, tho with ſo little accommodation, that 
I was fain to lye upon Straw, Indeed, the place not 
being able to lodge the tenth part of the company, 
ſome were fain to go 2 or 3 leagues every night fora 
Lodging ; others encampt in the Fields. For my part, 
I was ſo crippled with my hard Lodging, that when 
I came to get a Horſeback I found , my ſelf =P 
uneaſy. One of thoſe who had danc'd at the Ba 
ſeeing me in ſuch a caſe, told me, that if I would 
lend him my Horſe , he would give me his 


m the Coach, I took him at his word, for no_ 
coul 
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ould have: pleas'd' me better: But. being got in- 
jo the company of all the great Dancersof the Town, 
there was a parcel of diſcourſe which was ſo far 
hr diverting the, that I was more uneaſy there than 
thould' have been upon my Horſe ; and the weather 
wo-prov'd ſo bad; that we could' take but very ſhort 
Stages 3 and at laſt, to make up all, the Coach oyere 
wind, and info dirty a place, that it was half 2 
kay before we could get out, for we were forc'd for 
ho to go to the-neighbouring Villages ; all this while 
Itorm'd, and calFd 'my ſelf a hundred fools for run 
ting/ my ſelf into this needleſs trouble. We had {tt 
our ſomething 'before the reſt, that we might be at 
$,Grrmain as toon as the King, but-now we were likg 
wbe left a long way behind. When the King paſt by 
8 in that condition, he ſent to-ſee who we, were 
that were in ſuch a pickle 2 and 'when he was told 
t was the- Dancers, he laught heartily, and' ſaid, Fe 
hed rather-it-weve they than any others, for they had'the 
kft-Legs ; but he doubted they would find it hard to dayce 

wdſorrely upon ſuch a Stage as that.. This was told us 
ly a Gentleman of the Wardrobe, who had a relation

Then he began to tell me 
the Hiſtory of his good fortune at play ; that as mean 
a condition as I ſaw him in now, he had kept his Coach 
and Horſes, with four Footmen, and ſuch an Equipage, 
as no Ambailador had a greater ; that he us'd X nw a 
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different Suit of Cloaths every day, with his Sword- 
hilt and Buttons of Maſly Gold ; and he did not que- 
tion but to live to ſee himſelf in the ſame condition 

again, for all this. CITE 
Afﬀeer he had run on at this rate a while, he would 
needs ſhow me, what an Artiſt he was at play; and 
pulling a Pack of Cards out of his Pocket, he ſhow'd 
me the Tricks and Slights with which they uſe to ma- 
nage their Game.

Afonfeexr and MMa- 
dan ... who knew nothing of my circum:tances, but 
imagin'd, becauie I had been formerly precty wzll at 
Cour, that I mult haye laid up ſomething confidera- 
ble ; told me, thac I ought ro marry this young Gen- 
tlewomain, and make her fortune; that ſhe was a 
__ of condition, and of great vertue 3 and it would 
much betrer to leave her what I had, than leave it 
to thole whom perhaps I did noc care for ; that as to» 
matter of Eftate, I ought not to confider it, at my 
Age, when I was not likely to have many C.ildren 3 
and the few I might have would be no great charge to 
me, fince I ſhoutd never live to fe2 'em grown up.

Thus had Love got the 
3 pomntunt over my.Reaſon, and made me a, asf | 
- had not. been my ſelf. 
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However , the young Lady lik'd my Propofals'; 
which compliance of hers ſo perfe&tly charm'd me, thae 
I thought I could never do enough for her. She had 
dependance upon none but a Mother, with whom ſhe 
could do what ſhe pleas'd, fo that our Marriage was 
ſoon concluded on, and the report of it ſpreading 
round the Country, we were complimented by all the 
People of Quality rhereabouts.

Tnere were cio men of quuiry who 
were very intimace friends, one was the Marquis de 
Ramboaxillet, eideit Brother to the Dutch.is de Ao 
tauſier, and the ocher was the Marquis de Prect, the 
eidelt Son of the Family of Nantomilier ; one. tf whom 
had been Conancellor of the Kingdom, and 1n 1., gieat 
favour in the Reign cf cone of our Kings, thac te cb- 
lig d his Maſter, while ne govern che Stace with an 
abſoluce auchority, ro gct ham 4 S ardinalts Cap, T nets 
two Geni:emen Went b 1 int2 the Army, as all peo- 
ple of quaiity doin rake arit or latt, and iatuog int9 
difourt; cf the worlu WO CNT, alcer icverai dit- 
courſes, by Witch they wicover d they did not very 
well ungeritand what they taikr of, they maye a fſo- 
lemn promiſe to one anotier, chat tne firſt thar ay da 
of caem two, thoulu come and bring an accuunt of 
thoic things he ſaw to his {1 ed, and having hook 
- hands upun ic, 1n teſtimony that chey really incenged, 
and re{uly 'd if it were poihible to perturm 17, they toil 
inco other diſcourſe iis ſerious. Two or tec n:nchs 
pait afcer this, wi.huurt perhaps either of them ſo much 
as thinking cn this agreement, and the time t.,; the 
opcning of the Canipaign cuming on, Monſieur de 
Rambouillet went away for Flanders ; but Preci, oems 
fick of a Malignant Fever, was letc beiiind a {) pix s 
where he lodg d. A moach or five weeks alter, our

Curtains cf Monſieur Prec: s Bed ail of a ſuddc NN, and 
he turning hintſeif co ſee wo it was, f.es Monizeur de 
Remboxillet rand at the Bed tide booed aid in Bull 3 
he would have tock hin avout rite Neck io embrace 
him, but the Marquis de Rambouillet recarmg Wo 1icps, 
told him, thoſe Careiles were now :mproper, that he 


came-to him, to diſcharge iis promuc mace at luch a + 
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time z that he had been kill'd the day before in ſuch 
and {uch an Aion, and that there was nothing more 
certain, than thoſe things which had been rold tnem of 
the other workil, therefore he ſhould think of li- 
ving after another matiner than he usd to do; thar he 
would be kill d 2lfo m the firtt engagement he met 
with, and therefore he had no time to loſe. I need not 
ſay how much this diicourſe ſurpriz'd the Marquis de 
Prect ; nevertheleſs he could not telieve what he heard, 
ut jumpt out of Bed to embiace his friend, believing 
he had done this only to amuſe hum, bur he embrac'd 
nothing but the air z and Ramberillet ſeeing he would 
not believe him, ſhow'd him the place where he was 
ſhot, which was in the reins, and jookr as if it were all 
bloody, and then he vanilſh'd. Preci, who was nut 
much difturb'd before, was now perfectly confounded 
and frighted, and throwing himſelf dOWN again upon 
the Bed, he cry d out at ſuch a race, as put all the 
houſe in an uproar : I got up among the reſt, and 
running up into his Chamber with D#xpiz, to ſce what 
the matter was 3 when he told us che ſtory, we thought 
it was only the violence of his Fever (which fill was 
upon him) which made him light-headed , and fo 
pray d lum to Iye down again, telling him, that this 
was nothing but fancy. He was very angry to ſee we 
took him to be dilirious 3 and to convince us, cold us 
all rhe particulars as I have relaced them. However, 
he might ſay what he would, we were of the ſame opi- 
mon, and ſo continu'd till the Poſt came in from Flan- 


ders, which bringing an account that the Marquis was 


really kill'd, we began to. look upon one another, and 
to think there muſt be ſomerhing in it, eſpecially com- 
paring it with the particulars he had told us. The 
News of this patlage being ſpread about the Town, 
folks took it for a made ſtory ; but others, deſirous to 
know the truth of 1t, came to the houſe to enquire : 
L believe I had a hundred Notes ſent to me about it,

account of it from me ; But for all I could fay, ow 
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could hardly be perſwaded to believe it, and the trutlr 
of it all ſeem'd to depend upon what the Apparition 
had told Preci ſhould befal him, that he ſhould 
be killd in the firſt ation he was engag'd in; 
and fo people had their eyes upon that, as the 
eftectual proof of the ſtory: and as a convincing 
argument that what we hear from the Pulpit of 
tacole things, 1s not all Prieſtcrafr, as our Modern 
Acheiits would have us believe 3 which the event ſoon 
confhirm'd ir, The Civil War being begun, he would 
needs go to the Battel of Sr. Antorze, tho his Father 
and h:s Morher begg 'd of him as it were on their knees 
nor to go, being aid of the Prophetie rhe Spectre 
had Ief! of him 3 buc he would go, and was kill'd, to 
the great regret of all his Relacions, who had much 
more hopes of his advancing their Family than he who 
was to ſucceed him, who had marry'd aWife of a mcan 
Buch and no Fortune, and one that had none ot the 
bit Characters beſides. But 'tis the fate of 
good Families ſometimes to have diſhonour refleted 
on them by ſome of the unworthy members, and he is 
not the hrit that has plaid the Fool 3 tho that does not 
excuſe him, | 
But to return to my new Landlord : His Wife ma-= 
king her complaints ro me ct his gaming, 1 made bold, 
one time when he was trimming me to tell him of it; 
bur inſtead of giving heed to what I faid,tho I thouzhr 
I knew enough of the world to be able to adviſe ym, 
he told me he got as much by it as heleſt; that he 
piay'd at nothing but Tennis, which was a game hs 
underſtood as well as any body ; that he did nor drink, 
ſo he might very well allow himſelf this diverſion. 
I told him this fort of talk was well enough for a man 
of ten thouſand Livres a year Eſtate, bur tor him whe 
had a Family to maintain, and nothing to live upon 
but his Trade, 'twas a very ill come cf life; that if he 
did not loſe his money, yet he always loſt his time 
which was not a thing of ſmall conſequence to a man 
m his circumſtances, ro whom diligence in his buſineſs 
Was more proper, and without which he could never 
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expect to make any thing of it ; that what T ſpoke 
to hini Was in goud will, and for his benefit, fince

I did not care to 
g0 t& {uc't praccs, eſpecially fince I was too old for 
thcie {orc - f diverſions, I had lov d them well enough 
forme: iy, bur I was pait it now. However, the Ten- 
nis Cuurt, veug is 1t Were next door to us, I went 
thither as if I nad come in by accident ; where Ifaw a 
man who pay a ſo ul, that tho I had not handled a 
Racket in twency year, I durſt have given him odds 
and plaid with im. 1 did then what his Wite delird 
m-, and ie nut uaring wo contradict me, I brought 
him home alung wict me. The next morning he 
came to wait on meat my Levee, and whenT ecld him 
that I wonder 4 how he could have the conhdence to 
comm.nd his play, when, vy whatlI ſaw of it, I would 
lay him a Wager, as old as I was, if I would give my 
(eif the trouble, I would beat him. He rold me 
he would give me bifccen if I durit venture to play 
with lim 3 and having a great mind to let him ſee 
what a Coxcomb he was, I rook him at his word, and 
went away immediately in my Gown as I was 3 but as 
{ told him, I would not play for a ſmail Summ, fol 
made him carry all the Money he had in the Houle 
wich him. We play'd ac ten Piitoles every eight 
games; and I ſo far maſter'd him, that I never let 
him 2<t but when I pleas d, yet he would till hold 
me ar hfccen 3 but 1 told kim no, I was able enough to 
deal wich lum, and 1f he would piay upon the {quare 
I'ahoid jim; he was glad at the ofter, and (taking 
down 20 Pilt>l-s, tie 1 tt chem as cafily as he had 
done the others, He Was furprizd ro find hin 
or 
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for thirty Piſtoles ſo quickly ; but having ſtill ſome 
lefr, he askt me if I would play for the reſt, I cold 
him with all my heart, and I would give him fittezn ; 
he fancy'd by this I had no mind to 2g) away with Nis 
Money, and being mighty glad ro have to d . with one 
that was ſo generous, he cut ſeveral Capers for joy, at 
which he was more dexterous than at Tennis; bur his 
jcy laſted bur a ſhort wile, for I minded my play fo 
that I might not fareigue my ſelf, and having bear him 
again, I broke him of threeſcore Piſt oles, and left him 
in the greateſt confuſion 1may ;inable, 

He pray d me to lay nothin; fo his Wife, and 1 pro- 
mis 'd him, bur with a deſign 1 nor t0 erfo: mM ir, for I 
had a mind ſhe ſhould have rhe Sledfur Ee of icolding : at 
him for loſing his Money. In ſhorc, I told her afloon 
xever I came home, how I had fund out a {cr 
that would reclaim her Busband, thac I was deceiv q 
if ever he plaid any more as long as he liv'd, afcer the 
accident that had befullen him t5 day 3 that 1 had i Per= 
fetly broke him, for I had won threefcore Loxis d Ors 
of lum, and fo [ told her the whole ito Ly, but with- 
all added, that I did not delign to make uſe of rhe 
advantage [ had gor, but Rau done 1t co let him {: e, 
that he was but a Novice at ply, and co bcac him oft

took OCCaion one day, ro 1C4d Tm 4 lecynd lecture 
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upon the old ſubje&t, and the miſery he was reduc'd to 
made him a little more tra&table than\he was before, 
but the iſſue was but a dull compliment to me, and in 
which I had moſt need 'of ſchooling ; for upon the 
whole he defir'd me to lend him ten Piſtoles, and I 
like a Fool could not refuſe him, having but juſt before 
won ſixty of him, unleſs I would have told him, that 
T had given them all to his Wife, which I was not 
willing to do; a little while after he came for ten 
more, and I being in already, and beſides being ſenfivle 
it was for the ſubfiſtance of his Family, let him have it 
again, for I thought, that having given his Wife all 
the Money before, I ſhould have it again at any time, 
when I thought fit to acquaint him with what I had 
done. In ſhort, he got forty Lox d' Ors of me at four 
ſeveral times, and all I had to ſhow for it was a 
Note under his hand.

My man and he being Companions, he took his time 
when I was gong out, feigning to be in a paſhon a= 
bout ſomething: go come up to the Window , 
and. break a ſquafe of the Glaſs as near the opening of 
the Caſ&hpient as he could ; he made as if he had done 
this by accident,and only told my man he would paſte a 
piece of paper over it to keep out thewind, and accords 
ingly pulls out a piece of paper, and goes to work on 
it himſelf; he did this that he might open my Window 
on the outſide as often as he pleas'd, for there was no- 
thing but Saſhes, without either Shutters or Bars ; ha- 
ving thus made way for his intended miſchief, the 
next day he makes a bargain with my man to go to 
the Tavern to drink, and ſeeming ta be very kind to 
him he treated him, and kept him there from 3 a clock 
in the afternoon till ten at night. I generally ſtaid 
out pretty late a nights, but happen'd to come home 
that night ſooner than I us'd to do, and wonder'd my 
man was not to be found. I enquir'd -if they had ſeen 
him lately ; but they told me he went our preſently

into his Chamber, very much difturb'd for fear of his 
man, who was got into my Chamber.

I was 1n, that I {till thought it was ſome of my friends 3 
my:man being got up, open'd the door, and telling 
me there was no body there, went back again to bed, 
and I went to (Jeep again ; as for him, when I had thus 
wak'd him, it pleas'd God he could not go to {leep a- 
gain, 1d that when the fellow, who had hid himſelfin 
theiChamber, attempted to ger out” again he heard 
him; and being frighted, gers under the B:d, and cry d 
out to me to have a care of my fſeif, for there were 
Thieves 1n the room. This indeed- made me afraid, 
remembring what had happen'd before I went to tleep, 
and taking hold of my Sword, which I always had at 
hand, I askt him what it was 2 By this time my man 
was got to the Window , and finding it open, ſpy d 
the board that was laid croſs, by which che feliow had 
gotin: He threw 1t down into the Court, left any 
more Rogues ſhould get in there, and come b_ 
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him, and then told m2 what he had done, and that 
for certain the Thieves came in thac way, and he was 
ſure there was ſome body in the Chamber ſtill ; for 
which reaſon he defir'd me to detend the Door, and he 
wou'd guard the Window, I leave the Reader to 
ouveſs what condit:on the fellow was 1n all this while, 
Who was 1n the Chamber 3 he had made his retreat to 
the Chimney avain as {{ fcly as 'twas pofſible, bur that 
was of no af: co him but cnly to hide him a little : I 
bid my man cry Tiveves, and he, being at the Win- 
dow, p: eſenrly gave the alarm to the whole Houſe :

ſome body he b. hev'd. The Thict not at all terrify'd, 
ſouzhr more than uefvre to throw himielf upon his ene- 
my, and receiv'd another thruit in the body, which 
however did not hinder him from clotting in with my 
man, wich whom by ch1s time he began ro be warmiy 
engagd ; I was too near them not to know how it was 
with them, but durlt not mm the dark make uſe of my 
Sword, not kn>wing which was which, ſo that all I 
could do was to enc. urage my man, telling him the 
eople of the houſe were coming, and we ſhould have 
help immediareiy : Inuced I heard them up, and the 
noiſe they heard 11 my Chamber mad- them make the 
more haſte ; however I chvughc it very long, and my 
Valct had a great de:il of dithculty to maſter that 
wrecch, wh. t2ugnt witn the urmoit fury of a man in 
deſpair; bur at lait 1e cas d my mind, by relling me'he 
was ſuce now {ie C,uU not eicape him, for he had got 
him faſt oy ch Throat; and indeed he needed not have 
told me ſo, f1 I coutd hear him draw his breath as if 
he were almuit turviczed, which was what he was in 4 
fair way tO ve IN reanry 3 In che interim, the Barber 
anu is Wife came up Witn a Lizhe, and knockt at the 
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them in, and then going to ſee who it was my man 
had got hold of, I was ſurpriz'd to ſee it was one of 
the howle, and fo was the Barber and his Wife : bur a- 
bove alt, my Yalet was the moſt concern'd, who but 
juſt before came from the Tavern with him : Where- 
fore not yaluing the letting me know what he had con- 
ceal'd from me before, Q you Dog ! ſays he, was it to 
rob my Maſter then that you carryd me to the Tavern to 
night, and did all you could to make me drunk ; you thought, 
1 warrant you, [ (hould ſeep ſo ſounaly, I ſhould not be in 
a condition to help bim, Theſe words ' made me plainly 
ſee what I had eſcap'd, eſpecially when I was inform'd 
allo that twas he broke the Square of Glaſs in che Win- 
dow, and that it was a premeditated deſign: I had 
certainly run my Sword immediately through him, if 
T had been leſs amazed ; but my aſtoniſhment (truck 
me ſenceleſs, therefore I only turn'd to the Barber and 
his Wife, and askt them if they could have believ'd 
it 2 they ſhook their headsat it ; and examining the 
fellow, I heard him two or three times over ſay very 
ſoftly to himſelf, 4h !

immediately call'd his Wite to pay me what he ow'd 
me; bur truly ſhe cold him, ſhe had nothing to do 
with his debt, for ſhe was by herlelf, and all the 
things in the houſe belong 'd to her. 

I ſaw ſhe was in earneit, which indeed ſurpriz'd me, 
conſidering how I had oblig'd her, wherefore I bid her 
think on it a little, for if ſhe us d me ſo, I ſhou'd give 


L her ſuch a chara&er, that ro body wou'd come near 


her Houſe 3 that ſhe knew in her own Conſcience the 
Money I had given her was in compaſſion to her fami- 
ly, and to ſupply her neceflities ; and that I had parti- 
cularly told her {o, that ſhe might not plead Ignorance : 
that this was far enough from acknowledging my kind- 
neſs, which I did not fay to reproach her, but ſhe qann- 
not deſerve to be us d ſo generoully as I had us'd her ; 
and 1 askt no more than the forty Piltoles I had lent 
him 3 however, ſay what I could I; was not able to

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perſwade her to pay me; and her Husband,tho he wa 
in a violent paſſion, could do no more g od with he 
than TI; I muſt do him this juſtice, that I aclieve he | 
did his beſt, for he not only ſftorm'd at her, buc oangd P 
her too 3 and 1f I had not parted them I believe it right f 
have come to a ſet battle, for ſhedid not cake ic pati- © 
ently at all, but gave him as good as he bruught, and 
any body but I; would have given his M ney for ſuch 
a fight : her Husband finding I wouid not lec him 
handle her as he had begun to do, told me, le was 
mightily troubled, that his Wite was ſo bate to him, th 
and ſo unreaſonable to me, bur that I ihouid 1:ſe no- c 
thing by him, and that as faſt as Money came in hef} © 
wouid bring 1t me. I was forc'd to be contented with 
his fair words, and went my way, but iv prom.fe andy + 
perform is always two things, and ſo rwas with kim Fn 
for he not only took no care to perfurm, but would 
always avoid me if he ſaw me in the {treer. 1 fent to 
him two or three times to put him in mind, that an 
honeſt man is al ways as good as his word 3 but whe- 
ther 'twas that he took no care abour it, or that he was 
really not able, he always put the Meſſenger uUtt with 
{ſuch filly excuſes, that I ſaw 'twas to no purpoteto 
expect any thing of him ; but the pleaſanteſt je:t was, 
that his Wife one day, when one of my ServaJts had 
been there for Money, bid him gct our of dours, 0r 
ſhe wouid claw his eyes out, that 'twas lung of 1s 
Maſter that no body came to their huuſe, and tha 
Aince that damn'd butineſs of his, every body ihunn 
her houſe, as if they ſhould have their throats cut 
there. 

I did not ſtay long at my new Lodgings ar St. Ge 
mains, a friend of mine that was newly marry'd in $1 | 
Country, having ſent for me, I went down to fce fm 
wherel found a great deal of good cempany. Tit 
Gentleman I went to {ce was noc only very rich, bul 
-was one that defign'd to continue ſo too tv winch 
he had taken up a certain reſolution, which is tince 
grown very much in fathion among perſoas f qualll 


which was to treat very generoully ail his fiieuas, 'vt

ever to entertain either Servants or Horſes 3 and that 
his friends might not pretend a neceilty to intrude 
upon him, and break his new cuſtom for lack of a 
place of entercainment, he built a good large Inn about 
200 yards trom his Bouſe, which beſides the profit of 
of it, rid him of the company of thoſe pucrer {ort 
of Gentry which are numercus 3 for they having not 
always Money in their Pockets to defray the charge of 
their Equipage, choſe rather tc live as they could them- 
ſelves, than to pay fur their good chear at ſo dear a 
rate ; they grumbled, and niace funic retieftions, but 
they were not worth taking notice of 3 tor Gentiemen 
of any quality lik'd the way very well, and fcund 1t 
mueh for their convenience. I am {ſme 1 made no 
ſcruple cf it, but ſent my Horſes and my Servants thi- 
ther, as other people did, and went away to ſee my 
friend. I never was better pleas d in any cempany in 
my lite, for we had all matiner cf diverſicns, and 
which was better than ail cf it, I wen four hun- 
cred Piſtoles at play. They ſay Fortune never ſides 
with old age, and {ome folks wul beizeve no other 3 
and yet as old asI was, I had no reaſcn to ſay! ſo, 
for if I had kept account of the loſs and gain I had 
made at play, I am ſure I, ſhould find 1 had clear'd 
a thouſand Piftoles. And now, that I might put my 
ſelf our of a condition to Icſe it back again, I reſclv'd 
to put 1t our tothe Bankers, knowing that then there 
was no danger; to which purpcle, a Gentieman 
going ro Paxzs, I defir d him to take mie with him in 
the Coach, re{olving to come back again allcen as 1 had 
done my bulineſs, and therefore took but only a Boy 
with me, leaving my Lacquay ar the Inn with my 
Valet de Chambre, giving them order however to meet 
me at a Certain tinie and place, bur rhey having a de- 


I lign to 1cb me, as it ati ward appear d, march'd 


quite away, fo that when I came to the place ap- 
pointed, thare was neither E.crite ncr Men, 1or no 
news to be had cf them: I 4tculd ror ima gin what 
ſhould hinder them, and never dteamit cf what reall 

Was the cauſe, I fancy d {cre accident bad happen'd 
| to 
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been made 1n the Country, my friend might make 
wy with my Horſes, having not enough in his Stable 
orall the company. | 
Thus I thought with my ſelf, tho with very little 
reaſon, for I might have coalider'd, if my friend had 
had never ſo much occation; he would not have taken 
my Horſes; becauſe I was to. come back on them ; and 
then as to. any accident befalling my Equipage, they 
would be ſure to have ſent me word; and fend me 
other Horſes: However; as we are ofcen moſt in- 
genious in deceiving our ſelves, I pleasd my ſelf 
with , theſe imaginations till the next morning , 
and from thence to night again 3 but hearing no- 
thing then, I began to miitruſt ſome miſchief was 
init. Indeed I muſt fay it was my own fault, for 
IT had known enough by that Valet of mine to give me 
cauſe of miſtruſt, if Ihad but taken notice of it. He 
was one of the impudenteſt Rogues alive, and as I un- 
derſtood tince I catcht him, usd to take his time, and 
go upon the Pad, and itrip People upon the Road; 
Indeed, the behaving himſelf fo well in that accident, 
which, asI have told you, befel me in my Chamber; 
made m-: the more conhdent in him, but I never 
thought he had been ſuch a Raſcal. Having waited 
thus till my patience was quite worn our, I difpatcht 
away a Mellenger to the Inn where I left them, and he 
brought me word, they had becn gone five days afore 
to meet me, as they ſaid. This was enough to pur me 
out of my pain, I preſently then concluded what was 
befallen me, and away I went back again to Parz, to 
adviſc what was belt to be done in the caſe. In the 
interim, my Lacquay having a Brother who liv'd in

In a fit of fickneſs which he had, not above 
tive or fix months before, I had taken as mich cartof

when he ſhould know how eaſy I was to forgive him, 
if he had been led to commit this folly only out of ex - 
ceſs of Wine. This courſe I took, and the ſucces was 
anſwerable, tho 1 date ſay, it would not have fucceed- 
ed ſo well ro a great many others; for certainly there 
are few people uſe a' Servant fo gently as I, but every 
body does in that as fuits with their humonr ; and the 
merhiod moſt us'd 1s not always the beſt; as ap- 
ors in the confidence the fellow put in my promiſe; 
r coming to ſee his Brother, and hearing what Ihad 
ſaid, and that I would forgive him, he comes jmme- 
diately to find me out, and asking my pardon, told me;

This account pleas'd me ſo well, that I confirm d

fancy d the fellow would certainly come in. two or 
three hours,but the Rogue having got the Money inhis 
Pocket that he made of my Horſe, was reſolv'd to live 
well while it laſted 3 and noon being paſt withont any 
diſcovery, I began to ſuſpe& my .Footman had b 
falſe to me, and had given him notice; and when

fhould get any notice. of our defign. Indeed , I was 
fo far ſatisfy'd, that I went to the Inn my ſelf to ſeize 
wpoti my Horſes, and as I was ordering them ſome 
Corn before I took them away, they came running in 
to me to ask me-1f my Valet had not fach a ſort of a 
Belt on, for they ſaw a fellow coming a good way off 
that lbookt like him, as I had defcrib'd him ; I ſent my 


. Lacquay, who was ordering the Horſes,to fee if it was 


the righr, and-order'd him to go arid accoſt him, thar 
they might not be miſtaken, for that was the f1gn a- 
greed on. In fhorrt; being ſatisfy'd it was he; he comes 
tip to him, and tels him, how if he had come a little 
ſooner, he had» rev with ſome Cuſtomers for the Horſes. 
While he kept im thus in fulpence, the Provoſts men 
ſeized upon him, -and he ftrupggling to clear himſelf 


- from them, the noife brought -me out, thinking they 


"_ want help ; before he faw me he laid about him 
with all his mght,; burt.when I appear d he' made no 
more reſiſtance; fo true it is, thar the Face of.the man 
one has really mjur d,difpiritsthe mind,and the reproach 
6f @ mans cience takes away all his refoluticn 7 
therefore -putting himſelf im a poſture of fubmitlion, 
#>, Maſter, Maſter. ſaid he; 1. beg your pardor heartily. 
forgot to'rell you, that with my Horſes he hat carry d 
zway all my Clothes, and my Linnen, all which he 
&ther fold or pawn'd. Having ſccur'd my man, EF 
had-him' to:'a Magiſtrare of my acquaintance; where, 
when I had/brought him, EF told him, that it was now 

wry powet to profecute, and perhaps to hamgihim ; 

but-however,.- that T would be fo kind to tpare him , 
ttovided he would reſtore the things he had ttole from 

ts; -thathe ſhould telf me where my things were, and 

ary the marhis Money again who had: bought my 
Arſe; chat when OR han to reſto: ve 
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Horſe, he ſhould not oblige me to proſecute him. This 
was without queſtion a very kind propoſalon my part, 
but the poor fellow unhappily had met with a {cur- 
vy accident : In the little time he had been gone, he 
had gotten into a gang of ſharping Pick Pocket Rogues, 
who had drawn bim into play, and had. cheated him 
of all his Money ; ſo that inſtead of refunding the Mo- 
ny for the Horſe, he had not one Farthing in his 
Pocket ; he durſtnot tellme how it was, and begun to 
make excuſes ; bur onng how it was, and giving no 
credic to his pretences, I let him go to Priſon, Inthe 
mean time: that I might get my Horſe, without being 
oblig'd ro proſecute the fellow, I went to the man who 
had bought him, and young to buy a Horſe, 
among the reſt he ſhow'd me my own. I-made no 
great difficulty of agreeing to his price, knowing al- 
ready what he coſt him, I bid him profit enough, and 
we {oon agreed, ſo I defird him to ſend him to my 
Lodging, and come and fetch his Money 3 but when 
he came to b2 paid, I told him how it was, that it was 
my own Horſe, and that he had been ſtolen from me, 
and thathe who was a-Jocky by Trade, ought.to know 
a little better who he bought Horſes of. The Man 
was very. tauch {upriz'd, for he was an honeſt Man 
and knew nothing of the matter. However, he old 
me I was a ſtranger to him, and he defir'd to be fatis- 
ty'd that what I alledg'd was true. I told him 'twas 
eaſy enough for me to ſatisfy him of that, for the fel- 
low that itole him from me, and ſold him to him, was 
now a/&ually in the Chaſtelet, and if he pleas'd,1 
would go along with him, and ſhow him the Man, 
who was my Valet de Chambre 3 he agreed, and we 
went dire&ly to the Priſon, where he had the fatiſ- 
fa&tion of ſeeing that it was even ſo, and that he could 
have no more claim to the Horſe. However, after this, 
ſomes Attorney nan + ek him to preſent a Petition 
in which he made his complaint, that I came 
took' the Horſe away by main force, he got leave 
to ſeize. 'him __ and ſent an Officer at a time, 
when he knew I was not at home: he that cams, of 
"s 
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fir'd to ſee him out, under pretence of carrying him to 
a place where goods are attacht, but indeed to give the 
Horle Merchant poſſeſſion, after which I had no remedy 
but againſt the poor Stable-keeper,whoſeWife it may be 
would have paid me with a ſham of her being a Feme 
Sole, as the Barbers Wife had done; but my Landlord 
would not ſuffer that,and choſe rather to be the Seque- 
ſtre, and to take it into his keeping, This Proceeding of 
the Jockeys brought me into a Suit at Law,. which I 
would have willingly declin'd,* and going to Council 
about it, they advisd me to demand a Warrant. I 
went then to the new Chatellet in the Fauxboarg St. 
Germain, where I lodg'd, and Monſieur Girardiz being 
Chief in that Court of Judicature, I needed not go 
twice to him to be heard, for he isa perſon always ver 
obliging to perſons cf any quality. My Cauſe was fd 
clear, that he granted what I askt at firſt word ; how- 
ever I was forcd to give ſecurity till the Procels thopld 
be made out againſt my Yaler,: who was proſecute by 
the Sollicitor General at the Kings Suit, for one 
of my friends, who underſtood thoſe things better than 
I, had taken care to order that for me, telling me the 
King was better able to hear the Charzes than I was ; 
by which he ſav'd me three or four hundred Franks 
n my pocket, and I was very much oblig'd to him 
or it, 
In the next place, I brought a Citizen of my Ac- 
quaintance to be Security, and having entred into a 
Recognizance to the Regiſtry, I thought all was over 3 
but 1c prov'd q ſtrange Suit for me. My Valet de Chan- 
bre before he came to me, belong'd to the Marquis de 
[ Aigle, a Gentleman of Normandy, who mairy'd the 
Marquis de Rarcy's Daughter, a Gentleman cf but a 
mean quality, but being ally'd to a Family of good 
Repute, and of great perſonal Merit, he liv'd all his 
days ina great deal of Credit ; . I was acquainted with 
um, and his Daughter, who had ſeen me ſeveral times 
at his Houſe, and knew I was the fellows Maſter, who 
had formerly liv'd with her Husband, came to me to 
ſpeak in his behalf, and Pays ms to be favourable to 
x | 13 
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him, and ſhe would lo order it, that I ſhould loſe no-+ 
thing by it, ſhe would give me her word for it ; I told 
her I defir'd no more, and before ſhe came to me, 1 
had offer'd ſo much to the Priſoner 3 that I was forry 
ſhe had no Requelt of greater conſequence to make to 
me, that T might have the honour to' oblige her ; that 
I was an-old friend of her Fathers, and 4 much hers 
alſo, that ſhe might depend upon any thing which lay 
in-my pow'r to be done : however, I told her, I ap- 
prehended there might be ſome difficulty now in the 
thing ; that the Man hoing put ito the hand of Ju- 
{tice; ſhe could not take him out when ſhe would 
and we ought to take advice of thoſe who underſtood 
thoſe things, what was to be done; ſhe approv'd of 
what T faid, and taking me into her Coach, we went 
to the Regiſter, who-was a friend of hers. He told us 
indeed; *twould bea hard matter to bring the fellow 
off now ; that if I had not commitred him it might 
have been done, but however he would try ; he faid 
the thing depended on the Depoſition of the Witneſſes 
who ſhouid come in againſt him, and they having nor 
been examin'd yet, it lay in my power to dire& them 
what they ſhould lay. | | 
* Madam de / Aigle was nmghty glad of this expedient, 
telling me, that now it was all in my power, and re- 
PR her promiſes as ſhe had before, that I ſhould 
ole fiothing, I parted from her, upon condition ſhe 
ſhould:come forthwith and perform them ; but two 
or three days after ſhe came-to me again, and told me, 
ſhe was extreamly troubled, that ſhe had promis'd me 
what ſhe could not perform; that what the had faid 
was upon Propoſals made to her by the Priſoner ; an 
that now when it was come to the point, he could not 
find Money bur juſt to ſatisfie the Horſe Merchant, and 
thatif I was not; inclin'd to ſhow him ſome pity,he was 
a dead man. This pretty fetch {urpriz'd me AT 
eſpecially coming from ſuch x Woman as ſhe; w 0 
>ught tof have had all her meaſures ready before hand, 
and beſides I thought indeed, ſhe had intended to have 
rlone lo migth for tte poor fellow herfelf, and fo Hor 
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her 3 upon which ſhe reply'J, ſhe had done more for 
him than Ithought of, at 'twas ſhe helpt him to the 
Money to pay the Horſe Courſer, - and that ſhe could 
not do any more, and begg'd me to bear a little of the 
loſs to ſavea poor Wretch from the Gallows. I proteſt, 
I was very unwulling to do any thing, after her having 
broke the promiſes ſhe made me at firſt, but con- 
dering that I ſhould not be much the berter for hang- 
ing a poor fellow, I told her 4 would do any - thing; 
for her ſake, and ſince ſhe would have it ſo, it was 
granted, So we parted, after her giving me a great 
many thanks for my generoſity, and the like. . Things 
being 1ſ[ued thus far, I thought L might venture to go 
a {mall Journey into the Country, which I had dcferr'd 
for ſome tune upon this account. I have told: you be- 
fore, that I hadl my Arm put out of joynt, gyiug to 
ſee Father 4 Awviano; and that falling into, the 
hands of an 1gnorant Surgeon, I was forc'd to go to the 
Hangman of ARwremond, who had given me eaſe. but 
whether 1t was that he had not perfe&aly .curd it, or 
that ſuch accidents as thoſe generally leave pains and 
aches which are felt when one comes to be old, I have 
had fince that, every now and then, a pain there, e[- 
pockally againſt the change of weather, ' I had con- 
ulted with the whole College of Phyfirians, .and with 
thoſe of Saint Come, and they all *dvis'd me to:go to 
Barbottans, near the Pyrennees, a'place nam'd from the 
Baths that are there, which are f 19, 2am from all Baths, 
for--they are not of clear water, but very, muddy ; 
yet of fuch virtue, that ſtrange cures are done by them, 
upon ſuch .as are troubled with weaknefles ..in- the 
Nerves and Joynts, or the remains of any. diſlocated 
part,as mine Was, Before 1 went away I tock my leave 
of Madam de { 4gle, and told her,. my going our. of 
Town ſhould not. hinder the doing whar ſhe dehir'd, 
that I would leave arder for the Witneiles to come to 
her for dire&ions before they were examin'd';; and 
lince the Regiſter had told us, that all deperded upon 
their depoſitions, ſhe might be ſatisfy'd che thing 
wpuld be done. 
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Upon this I went my way, reſting upon her promiſe, 
not dreafning in the leaſt, that a Woman of her qua- 
tity, and who I had dealt fo fairly with, conld be 6 
baſe as tt break her word a ſecond time 3 © btit ſhe had 
marry'd a Norman, the Maxim of whoſe Countr 
if 15, that a Man ovght fot to be a Slave to his Word, 
She had no ſooner ſeen me clear of Pars, but ſhe diſ- 
cover'd, that ſhe had allo marry'd the Manners and 
Cuſtoms of the Normans ; for after' ſhe 'had order'd 
every thing as ſhe defir'd it, with the Witneſſes, ac- 
cording to the orders I had left, inſtead of performin 
her agreement with me, ſhe goes to the Priſoner, an 
tells him ſhe would bring him oft well enough, that he 
ſhould now ſtand in his-own juſtification, and tell the 
Courr, that inſtead of: robbing his-Maſter, he had done 
nothing but what he order'd him; tHat. having not Mo- 
ney to ſend him to defray the charges of my Horſes 
and Servants, I had left him a verbal order to ſell my 
Equipage and Cloaths if I wanted ; and if he had fold 
one Horſe at Parz, it was only to pay for the keeping 
of the other two, having not found me at Pare as I 
appointed. If T had been upon the ſpot, it had been an 
ealy matter for me to have confuted all theſe ſham ſto- 
ries x þnt my Sollicitor, and the Witnefles too, having 
had orders from me to ſpeak nothing of him but whar 
ſhe directed, I coultnex blame them ' if they endea- 
vour'd'to clear himy, ' and ſhe, inftead of bearing me 
harmleſs, left me in the lurch, tobe caſt in the Coft 
and. Damages of the Tryal, and to pay to the Horſe 
Merchant the ſumm of four hundred and fifty Livres, 
which was the price of the Horſe, with intereſt from 
the time I bought him, Twas certainly as ſtrange a thing 
as ever befel a man, 'in fo plain a caſe as mime was, 


and a great cauſe of triumph to a Raſcal who ought to 
have. been hang þ and yet all this was nothing' to. 


what follow'd. "The Horſe Courſer having gotten judg- 
ment againft me, and I not being to be found, he gave 
notice to the Man who was ſecurity for me, to prepare 
to pay the Money in my room 3; and this demand com- 
:1g upon him, juſt ar a time when he. had a great man 
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Bills to pay, and at the ſame time fone came to bepro- 
teſted for non-payment, the Man was quite ruin'd, 
having neither Money nor Friends to ſtand by him ar 
ſuch a pinch. I confeſs, I cannot ſpeak of this part of 
the ſtory without being mov'd at Madam de / Aigle, 
whoſe' baſe dealing was the occaſion of all - this 
confuſion 3 and had it been a Man, I ſhould not 
have fail'd to have reveng'd it, when I firſt heard 
of it, one way or t other. But to go on with the ſtory 
of this Raſcal, which was, I think, the worſt that e- 
ver happend to me in my life, tho I have had a pretty 
ma ny troubleſome butinefles too. Within two days aft- 
ternotice given to my Security, as before, they 1eiz'd 
his Goods, and he having no body to redeem them, 
they carry'd them oft, and expus'd them to ſale in'the 
place appointed for Sale of Goods ſeiz'd in Execution. 
| leave 1t to any body to judge, what a fraftion this 
made in the affairs of a Shop-keeper ; all the remedy he 
had, was to ſummon me to {top the Proceedings, -and 
for default of appearing, to proteit againſt me for all 
the Coſts, Damages and Intereſts. | 
I was upon the road when ail this happen'd,going; 
to the Bath, and not imagining any ſuch rhing could 
befal me, I had not left dire&tions to write te me be- 
fore I came.to my Journeys end,. {o that tho a 'greas 
many Letters were, {ent to places where it was probable 
I might come, yet having no notice of any ſuch thing; 
I met with none of them. Twas. very ſtrange, I 
thought, that among ſuch a multitude of people, - that 
uſe to call themſelves my Friends, and humble -Ser+ 
vants, there was not one to be tound would lay dow 
fifty Piſtoles for me in my abſence, to have ſtopt' al 
this Villany, and above all, to ſave the poor Man thax 
was bound for me, who was but in a very ill caſe ; for 
ſuch people who live by Trade, are never without 4 
number of Creditors, and theſe came all upon hun, 
hearing what had happen'd, and. believing he was paſt 
remedy, ſceing he'could not Rop fuch a ſmall. thing ag 
that, fo falling in with the Horſe Courſer they profſer 
euted the Sale of the Goods, and the poor Map 1012. 0 
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that ever he had in one days time, and ſpoil'd his Cre- 
dit too, which was worſe than all thereſt. However 
as I was really innocent of all that had happen'd, all 
my anger was bent againſt Madam del Arigie, I will 
not pretend to deſcribe what a paſſion I was 1n at her 
for indeed *tis impoſſible ; you muſt think I though, 0 
nothing but revenge, and I was very deeply toucht to 
do what I did, had not undertaken ſuch a long 
Journey, as I ſaid before, but in hopes of recovering 
-my health now I was upon the ſpot, and ought ;to 
expett the ſucceſs, yet upon the news of this I mad 
back again immediately, reſolving to do my utmo 
rather than to be thus fool'd. I have given you an ac- 
count already howT had been inform'd, that my Valet 
de Chambre had us'd to rob on the High-way. I now 
made enquiry to find'out what proof I could have of it, 
and finding I had too plain proof to fail bringing him 
to the Gallows, 'I had nothing to do then but to find 
him out, which as it happen'd was not ſo difficult as I 
thought it was : having given order to one of my Boys 
to put off his Livery,and go to the Marquis de / Aigles, 
upon pretence of getting a place, he preſently learnt, 
that the fellow was got into his ſervice again 3 this 
Norman,not mattering who were his Servants, {o he 
could but get them for little or no Wages. In ſhort, 
hetook himon that very ſcore, for he was a Man that 
never miſt his advantage, if he had an opportunity. 

' Having learnt where this Rogue had hous'd himſelf, 
I got a Decree againſt him, and refoly'd not only to 
take him, but to take him out of his new Maſters 
Houſe, that the affront might be the greater to him 3 to 
which end I got every thing ready, and taking, no lels 
than a Gang of thirty Provoſts Men, that I might be 
provined in caſe of reſiſtance, we went to the Houle 

etimes in the morning, and the Door being open, 
we took the Rogue out of his Bed, The Marquis F/ 
[ Ajgle hearing a great noiſe, got up to ſee what was 
the matter, and fodid his Lady, and hufft at the Ofh- 
cers, theatning them for daring to enter the Houſe of 
K perſon of their quality : bur {uch ſort of people dont 
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uſe to. trouble their heads about folks quality,-ner ſex 
neither, and that ſhe had like to have found to her coſt, 
one or two of them having otfer'd the butt end of cheir 
zeces at her, and perhaps had done her a miſthict, 
that the Magiſtrate who was at the head of them 


for there is not much difference berween one of 1 
agiſtrates, and one of their Men, as to their exvilaty) 
told her, that if ſhe had been hurt ſhe had nq:more 
than ſhe deſerv d, that ſhe ſhould know her {elf a ht- 
tle better than to threaten thoſe that came to - execute 
the Law ; and if ſhe had any thing to ſay, ſhe mighe 
make her complaint where ſhe ought. This was a 
t mortification to a Woman, of her ſpirit, bur ſhe 
was forc'd to bear it, and alſo ſomething more, winch 
I had inſtructed cne of the Officers to ſay to her; aff ſhe 
appear'd, that made her preſently know jt was I had 
brought this about, and thereupon . ſhe and hee Huf- 
band began to contrive, which way to defeat me -agatnu; 
(for they were both as excellent at tricking as Lawyers) 
thinking it was all on the old buſineſs, 'Tis,trus, : as 
to the crime, a Man could not betried twice. forithe 
fame fat, nor would further [Evidence {1gnyy: any 
thing, and this was what they built upon, - and to 
making it a point of honour, away they wene 4n their 
Coach to ſeach the Jaylors Book of the Priſoners Naynes, 
but they were ſent back again with a vengeance, when 
they underitood there was more 1n_ it than they:had 
heard of; and as great as they were they duxit inat 
meddle with ir,nor to much as appear, when they heatd 
of a High-way Robbery in the calc; they did what: they 
could, indeed, by their friends, and underhand, but 
all was to no purpoſe, nor much ta their credic nethors 
for all would not do to fave a Rogue, whoſe crime was 
4s plain as the Sun at noon day ; but he was condemn & 
to be broken upon the Wheel, and all they could dþ-for 
him was, that inſtead of. being broken alive, as hede- 
ſerv'd, (fer he had been an Aflafſinate too) he had 4he 
favour to be ftrangled firſt. | 
' This however, did nor hinder me from endeavpyring; 


for there it; butart the ſame time the Commillery 
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to make up the matter with the Man that had been 


RN _ it ſhall pleaſe Almighty God to take me to humnlelt, 
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bound for me, and had ſuffer'd ſo'deeply for it. He had 
ed,as before,againſt me,for theCharges, Damages, 


_ and Intereſts, and it was but $juſt indeed that I ſhould 


ve him ſomething, and that conſiderable too : indeed 
tnoT was not the cauſe of his Creditors comingjupon 
him, yet I was of the confuſion of his affairs, which 
brought them upon him, and in conſideration of this I 
ofter'd him 2000 Franks, and after that 1000 Crowns, 


 buthe flew out at ms as if I had done him ſome great 


mury,telling me ſix times as much would not. make him 
ion; that on my accounthis Goods had been fold 

for half the value,and that I was oblig'd to bear the loſs 
which was at leaſt 4000 Crowns ; that beſides, 1 had 
the occaſion of his ſhutting up his Shop, where he 
got his Livelihood,and I ought to give him a conlidera- 
tion for thatzthat it would require a+ great deal of time 
before he could ſet up again, and get into-@edit as he 
was before,and the like,and theſe he call'd-h1$F Damages 
and Intereſts; andhe hop'd I would not ſee his Wife and 
Children turn'd 'into the ſtreet a begging for his ood 
will in doing me a kindneſs. But indeed he would have 
ſent me a begging if 1 ſhould have, done as he defir'; 
ſo I was fred to go to Law with him, his Demands be- 
ing ſo extravagant,which ended ſo much to my advyan- 
tage, that inſtead of 1090 Crowns, which I had offerd 
him;' F was awarded to pay him juſt half the ſumm ; 


© but becauſe T would be generous, he having really ſut- 
:ferd onmy account, I-gave him the thouſand Crowns 

L had tender'd him before. res | 
And thus ended-this atfair, which I ſhould flill 


call unfortunate, had it not very much conducd to 
Mow me the vanity of . this world ;- and indeed con- 
fidering,that nothing is to be met with here but AMicti- 
on,Ctofles and Diſcontent,l began to reſolve to do, what 
I hadalong time intended : And ſo at laſt I am retir'd 
into a Religious Houſe,where bucthen'd with years,and 
depreſt with the infirmities that” inſeparably attend 
old Age,I am waitinz with patience the good hour,when
